Whence the Munchies? 

I have a theory that the munchies are 
not a reflection of rising levels of THC in 
the brain, but rather of falling levels. We 
know that inhaled vapor results in peak 
blood levels in seconds, with those levels 
starting to decline after a few minutes. 
The THC goes into the body’s fat, includ- 
ing the brain. Now if THC caused the 
munchies, one would feel the need to eat 
as soon as one stopped inhaling. But it’s 
my perception that the munchies come 
afterward, perhaps as much as a couple 
of hours later, when the blood levels of 
THC are way down and the THC is exit- 
ing the brain into the blood. 

Why is this important? Well, we neu- 
roscientists know some of the circuitry in 
the hypothalamus related to eating and 
satiety, and some of the things the CBl 
receptor can do there. If THC sticking to 
CBl receptors promotes irrational hunger 
(the munchies), that would entail some 
inhibition of the satiety neurons and/or 
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of the incoming 
inhibitors of the 
hunger neurons. If, 
on the other hand, it’s 
the departure of THC from the CBl 
receptors that promotes irrational 
hunger, this implies the opposite 
pattern of excitation and inhibition. 

Now, it’s unlikely that there will 
be a research project anytime soon 
offering good cannabis vapor and 
food so that the researchers can 
pinpoint how soon users go to the 
kitchen after they inhale— neces- 
sary information to clarify if it’s 
the upswing or the decline of THC 
in the blood that determines when 
we become irrationally hungry. 

High Times should poll its 
readers to hnd out when they 
are likeliest to get the munchies: 
before smoking; during smoking; 
after 15 minutes; after 30 minutes; 
or after an hour or more. Some 
may respond “all of the above,” but 
if “after an hour or more” is the 
most popular choice. High Times 
will have helped to document that 
munchies are really the hrst sign of 
“withdrawal” after getting high.

(Ironi- 
cally, I’ve tried pills for it and don’t like 
the way they make me feel.) 

To skip ahead, my child was placed 
with her father despite the allegations of 
abuse against him. While in his “care,” 
she was beaten several times. I am a great 
mother, but taking away the one thing 
I can use for my anxiety means that my 
heart problems will get worse when I’m 
stressed. Plus my child is now in foster 
care with strangers and has two black 
eyes and a busted mouth. All in all, the 
authorities gave her to an abusive father 
to be hurt over and over, rather than 
keeping her with a loving mother, because 
of one fact: The mother used pot.

Black farmers in Florida are fighting back against the 
ludicrous discrimination policies imposed by the state’s 
new medical marijuana law. By Jon Gettman 


Last year, Florida passed the Compassion- 
ate Medical Cannabis Act— which wasn’t 
really a medical cannabis act, but rather 
a bill to make CDB legally available in 
the state. The bill legalizes the cultivation 
and distribution of “low-THC cannabis,” 
which is dehned as having “0.8 percent or 
less tetrahydocannabinol [THC] and more 
than 10 percent of cannabidiol [CBD],” 
intended for use by qualihed patients to 
treat seizures, muscle spasms and other 
ailments for which there is no satisfactory 
alternative treatment. 


The bill also requires the establish- 
ment of an Office of Compassionate Use 
to maintain a patient registry and cre- 
ate regulations. The law authorizes only 
hve dispensing organizations, one for 
each region of the state. To apply for a 
license as one of the hve, an enterprise 
must have “operated as a registered nurs- 
ery in this state for at least 30 continu- 
ous years” and must be able to cultivate 
400,000 plants. 

And that’s where the black farmers of 
Florida come in. 
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Black farmers in the United States 
recently won a federal class-action law- 
suit charging the US Department of 
Agriculture with discriminatory lend- 
ing practices between 1981 and 1996, 
which restricted their ability to compete. 
Thanks to these practices and other fac- 
tors, most black farmers in Florida have 
not been in business for “at least 30 con- 
tinuous years.” 

As originally reported by the News 
Service of Florida, Howard Gunn, pres- 
ident of the Florida Black Farmers and 
Agriculturalists Association, is seeking a 
repeal of the 30-year rule and the min- 
imum number of plants, arguing that 
thanks to these arbitrary requirements, 
“they have carved out most of the small 
farmers— not only the black farmers, but 
the small farmers”— from participating 
in the program. “We can’t compete with 
those companies,” Gunn said. “It’s just a 
shame. It’s a travesty.” 

State Senator Rob Bradley, a leader 
in the effort to pass the original bill, is 
behind the new legislation regarding 
nursery selection. His colleague. Sena- 
tor Oscar Braynon, has been pushing an 
amendment to address the complaints of 
black farmers. In April, the new bill was 
postponed; its two co-sponsors— Brad- 
ley and Senator Jeff Brandes— said they 
planned to keep working on it through- 
out the summer. 

Bradley and Brandes would also like 
to raise the amount of THC permitted 
under the CBD bill. One of the problems 
they’re facing is that the original regu- 
latory structure was designed to service 
the needs of a relatively small popula- 
tion of patients. Raising the THC level 
would expand the program by adding 
those who would beneht from medi- 
cal access to THC. But a bigger program 
means more cannabis plants, resulting in 
a larger market to regulate and monitor. 
For legislators, this means the regulatory 
framework they had approved earlier has 
to be re-examined. 

There are additional problems with 
the original bill. As the black farmers 
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lt*s estimated that only about 75 nurseries in 
the state meet the 30-year requirement and 
have the capacity to grow 400,000 plants. 


have pointed out, its restrictions 
don’t allow fair competition for the avail- 
able licenses. These tight controls enable 
the state to reward a few chosen busi- 
nesses and shut everyone else out of the 
emerging industry thanks to a regula- 
tory system so unnecessarily complicated 
that it’s both inefficient and vulnerable 
to abuse. 

That regulatory framework, as devised 
by the Office of Compassionate Use, was 
challenged in court earlier this year. 

The law requires that dispensary licens- 
ees have the hnancial ability to main- 
tain operations for two years and must 
post a $5 million performance bond. The 
proposed regulations also require that 
applicants have the “technical and tech- 
nological ability to cultivate and pro- 
duce low-THC cannabis,” as well as other 
“experience cultivating cannabis and 
familiarity with genetics, extraction, 

[and] routes of administration.” 

Baywood Nurseries of Apopka chal- 
lenged these proposed rules as vague 
and unfair. But in May, that challenge 
was thrown out by a Florida Division 
of Administrative Hearings judge who 
concluded state rules amounted to a 


“reasonable, rational interpretation” of 
the state law enacted last year. 

It’s estimated that only about 75 nurs- 
eries in the state meet the 30-year 
requirement and have the capacity to 
grow 400,000 plants. But Baywood Nurs- 
eries’ lawyer argued that requiring a $5 
million performance bond will shut out 80 
to 90 percent of these nurseries as well. 

And here’s another oddity about the 
state’s approach to the regulations: Nurs- 
eries co-owner Heather Zabinofsky has 
stated that she has prior experience 
growing cannabis through assisting med- 
ical marijuana patients. But the attorney 
representing the Florida Department of 
Health criticized Zabinofsky for this vio- 
lation of state and federal law— despite 
the requirement that applicants have 
“experience cultivating cannabis”! 

Still, even with this bureaucratic para- 
dox, the state’s Department of Health said 
the ruling clears the way for a high-CBD, 


liquid strain of pot to be made available 
by year’s end— about a year past what the 
legislature wanted as its original start-up 
date. “The department remains commit- 
ted to ensuring safe and efficient access 
to this product for children with refrac- 
tory epilepsy and patients with advanced 
cancer,” the Florida Department of Health 
said in a statement. “We are moving 
swiftly to facilitate access to the product 
before the end of the year.” 

The complaints by Florida’s black 
farmers and smaller businesses like Bay- 
wood Nurseries are just the early-warn- 
ing signs of the inherent problems with 
establishing suffocating controls over any 
legal marijuana industry. Regulations 
that make the legal production of mari- 
juana more complicated than illegal pro- 
duction are obviously counterproductive: 
They inhibit competition, inflate prices, 
delay public access and otherwise work 
against the public interest. ^

He beiieves pot busts shouid 
cease being the focus of the 
War on Drugs. Kovai urges 
reguiation and taxation 
instead, with the revenues 
used to provide treatment 
for those abusing danger- 
ous drugs. Kovai doesn’t shy 
away from addressing the 
raciai inequity of cannabis 
arrests, noting that biacks in 
Madison are busted for pot at 
12 times the rate of whites. 


Officer Tony Ryan 

(Denver, CO; retired) 

A member of the infiuentiai 
activist group Law Enforce- 
ment Against Prohibition 
(LEAP), Ryan was so effec- 
tive in his roie as a pro-iegai- 
ization speaker in Coiorado 
in 2012 that opponents of 
Amendment 64 (the voter 
initiative that iegaiized 
recreationai pot in the state) 
resorted to characterizing 
the 36-year veteran of the 
Denver Poiice Department 
as a “rent-a-cop.” Ryan was 
aiso the keynote speaker at 
the 2013 St. Louis Cannabis 
Conference and stumped 
for iegai weed in Oregon the 
foiiowing year. 


Superintendent 
Richard Van Wickler 

(Cheshire, NH) 

Another member of the 
LEAP speakers’ bureau. 

Van Wickier is the epitome 
of integrity— in fact, his 
anti-prohibition stance 
theoreticaiiy threatens the 
very existence of his Job as 
a county-prison superinten- 
dent! Now in his 22nd year as 
one of the most progressive 
prison supes in the nation. 
Van Wickier testified in 2013 
in support of iegaiizing mari- 
juana in New Hampshire. 
Among his arguments is this 
undeniabie fact: Legaiizing 
pot in other states has not 
resuited in increased crime. 


Chief Cathy Lanier 

(Washington, DC) 

Lanier pubiicaiiy sup- 
ported a voter-approved 
“soft iegaiization” 
initiative in February 
2015, despite threats by 
a Repubiican-controiied 
Congress to nuke the iaw. 
Lanier has downpiayed 
concerns over iegaiized 
cannabis in DC, describ- 
ing initiative 71 as “a smaii 
change. We’ve embraced 
it.” She says aicohoi is “a 
much bigger probiem” 
and that “marijuana smok- 
ers are not going to attack 
and kiii a cop.” Lanier says 
weed busts “make peopie 
hate us.” 
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Flav Caught 
With More Pot 


Hip-hop icon and reality-TV star 
Flavor Flav is in trouble with the 
law onee again. The erstwhile Publie 
Enemy rapper was arrested in Las 
Vegas for driving under the influenee 
and marijuana possession. 

Flav— whose real name is William 
Drayton Jr.— was eaught doing 73 in 
a 45 mph zone and pulled over by the 
Nevada Highway Patrol. Aeeording to 
offieials, the 56-year-old was eharged 
with speeding, DUI, misdemeanor 
pot possession and having an open 
eontainer of aleohol. 

Flav likely shouldn’t have been 
behind the wheel at all, sinee he was 
driving with a suspended lieense 
and suspended registration. He was 
released later that day after posting 
$7,000 bail. 

The ineident is the latest in a 
string of arrests for Flav, who has also 
been busted for domestie violenee, 
illegal fireworks and, in January 2014, 
speeding and pot possession while on 
his way to his mother’s funeral. 


Cops Crack Down 
onHempcon 

Hempeon’s 2015 Las Vegas event was 
marred by a pervasive poliee pres- 
enee that resulted in 10 people being 
arrested for selling pot to undereover 
offieers direetly from their vendor 
booths. The poliee seized pot, hash, 
seeds, edibles and magie mushrooms. 
Medieal marijuana is legal in Nevada 
for registered patients; however, it’s 
illegal to sell pot without a lieense. 

Hempeon organizers expressed 
regret for the situation via Faeebook: 
“It is sad that our industry is subjeet 
to sueh indiseriminate and prejudi- 
eial behavior by law enforeement.”

Three South- 
west Airlines bag- 
gage handlers at 
Oakland Interna- 
tional Airport were 
busted for alleg- 
edly being part of 
an interstate smug- 
gling ring. In all, 14 
people have been 
charged with con- 
spiracy to distrib- 
ute marijuana and 
possession with 
intent to distribute 
100 kilograms or 
more. Authorities 
say the smuggling 
ring was in oper- 
ation for nearly 
three years. 

In a scheme 
straight out of 
some blockbuster 
Hollywood thriller, 
the baggage han- 
dlers allegedly 
carried weed- 
filled duffel bags 
past the screen- 
ing areas, which 
they were able to 
bypass with their 
security badges, 
then passed them 
onto their co-con- 
spirators,whohad 
already cleared 
the screening 
checkpoints. The 
pot-bearing pas- 
sengers would 
then board their 
flights to distrib- 
ute ganja in cities 
across the country. 


In the first medical marijuana case to be heard 
by the Supreme Court of Canada, the fed- 
eral government’s appeal of an edibles pro- 
vider’s acquittal could backfire on the Crown 
and eventually legalize cannabis derivatives 
nationwide. 


The feds are appealing the acquittal of 
Owen Smith, formerly the head edibles pro- 
vider for the Cannabis Buyers’ Clubs of Can- 
ada, who was busted in 2009 for possessing 
THC cooking oils and edibles. 

Central to the case is a clause in Cana- 
da’s Controlled Drugs and Substances Act allowing patients to consume med- 
ical marijuana only in dried-flower form via smoking or vaporizing. Smith’s 
attorney, Kirk Tousaw, argued before the Supreme Court that the dried-bud 
exemption is arbitrary and violates the constitutional rights of authorized 
cannabis patients. 

The high court’s ruling, which could expand Canada’s medical pot law to 
include THC-infused products, will be issued later this year. 
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Fimiiy Money 

In 2013, Yavapai County Attorney 
Sheila Polk faeilitated the donation 
of $50,000 in anti-organized-erime 
RICO funds to a loeal substanee- 
abuse organization, MATForee, for 
the purpose of opposing marijuana 
legalization in Arizona. 

The drug task foree Part- 
ners Against Nareoties Traffiek- 
ing (PANT) had seized the funds, 
whieh were then doled out to MAT- 
Foree shortly after the Marijuana 
Poliey Projeet eonfirmed its 2016 
legalization eampaign in Arizona. 
Polk, a legalization opponent who 
is on the boards of both PANT and 
MATForee, was aeeused of eireum- 
venting a state ban on offieials 
using publie resourees to influenee 
eleetions. 

However, State Attorney Gen- 
eral Mark Brnovieh issued an opin- 
ion that publie resourees eould be 
used to “edueate” the publie on the 
evils of marijuana— as long as the 
anti-pot eampaign doesn’t explieitly 
tell people how to vote. The opin- 
ion touehed off a wave of eritieism 
and has sinee been withdrawn by 
Brnovieh. 


Consistency is King 

Fed up with harsher punishments 
for a less harmful substanee, a 
South Dakota marijuana aetivist has 
deeided to drive his point home by 
making tobaeeo and aleohol illegal. 

Bob Newland founded the group 
Consistent South Dakota with the 
goal of highlighting the state’s 
ineonsistent regulation of tobaeeo, 
booze and pot. 

If he ean gather enough signa- 
tures, Newland will plaee a mea- 
sure on the November 2016 ballot 
that asks South Dakotans to out- 
law the transfer of tobaeeo and the 
sale of drinks eontaining more than 
1 pereent of ethyl aleohol. Under 
Newland’s proposed bill, penalties 
for violating the tobaeeo and aleo- 
hol prohibitions would be in line 
with South Dakota’s eurrent penal- 
ties for pot. 

“If you’re going to put them 
in jail for a benign herb, they 
should be put in jail for aleohol 
and tobaeeo— the deadly drugs,” he 
explained. 

In 2009, Newland was senteneed 
to 45 days in jail for pot possession. 


COPS TRIP ON 
DRUG-LACED 
PIZZA 



Two Israeli police 
officers were hos- 
pitalized after eat- 
ing a pizza topped 
with synthetic mar- 
ijuana. Police in Tel 
Aviv narrowed the 
cause of the hallu- 
cinations and vom- 
iting experienced 
by the officers to 
a pizzeria in Holon 
and questioned its 
owner, who admit- 
ted that he’d added 
synthetic pot, 
called Mr. Nice Guy, 
to the pie. 

The owner 
of the restau- 
rant explained, “I 
knew the order 
was placed by 
police officers... 

But the officer who 
called In the order 
seemed cool- 
plus he told me to 
add whatever top- 
pings I wanted... So 
instead of oregano, 
I sprinkled some 
Mr. Nice Guy.” 

The owner was 
arrested, and the 
police plan to shut 
down the pizze- 
ria over health 
concerns, even as 
the leftover pizza 
undergoes fur- 
ther testing. Israel 
banned synthetic 
pot In 2011. 



Cultivation Ban Overturned in Cali Town 

Medical pot patients and providers In Clearlake, California, will once again 
be able to cultivate cannabis after the City Council rescinded a weed-grow- 
ing ban. Local legislators had approved the ordinance outlawing ganja gar- 
dens In February, but changed their minds when faced with a lawsuit and a 
signature-gathering campaign that would have forced the officials to either 
kill the ban outright or place It on the ballot for voters to decide. 

Instead, Clearlake lawmakers compromised by amending the ordi- 
nance that previously allowed each household to grow up to 12 plants. 

The new rules permit up to six cannabis plants per household. 

The lawsuit and signature campaign will be abandoned now that medi- 
cal pot can again be legally harvested In this Northern California town. 


Gov Conunutes Pot Prisoner’s life Sentence 


Missouri Governor Jay Nixon has commuted the sen- 
tence of Jeff Mizanskey a nonviolent pot prisoner 
serving a life sentence. This means that Mizanskey, 
who has spent the last 20 years in the Jefferson City 
Correctional Center, is now eligible for parole. 

Mizanskey was originally sentenced under a dra- 
conian three-strikes law that has since been repealed. 
While the commutation doesn’t guarantee that he’ll be released, Mizanskey 
may now bring his case to the parole board. 

“In the case of the commutation, my action provides Jeff Mizanskey with 
the opportunity to demonstrate that he deserves parole,” Governor Nixon 
explained. 

Marijuana activists from Missouri NORML and Show-Me Cannabis cham- 
pioned Mizanskey’s case after Nixon failed to pardon him while freeing nine 
other nonviolent offenders in December 2014.

Carcinogen in Anti- 
Coca Spraying 

On March 20, the 
International Ageney for 
Researeh on Caneer, an 
arm of the World Health 
Organization (WHO), 
offieially reelassified 
glyphosate as a eaneer 
threat. The reelassifiea- 
tion was big news in 
Colombia, where the 
government has sprayed 
more than 4 million aeres 
with glysophate over the 
past 20 years to eradieate 
eoea erops. 

The spraying has long 
been opposed by Colom- 
bia’s left, whieh likens 
it to the Pentagon’s use 
of Agent Orange during 
the Vietnam War. But the 
WHO findings may not 
mean an end to the prae- 
tiee. “Without a doubt, 
this reopens the debate on 
fumigation and eauses us 
to worry,” said Colombian 
Health Minister Alejandro 
Gaviria, speaking to the 
Assoeiated Press. “But,” he 
added, “these are interests 
here that transeend [the 
seienee].” 

Yemen War Fuels Dope- 
for-Gims Trade 

The esealating erisis 
aeross the Middle East 
was rateheted up in 
Mareh as Saudi Arabia 
and its Gulf State allies 
attaeked Yemen, launeh- 
ing airstrikes against the 
Shiite rebels who have 
seized mueh of the eoun- 
try. Within Yemen, Sunni 
tribes and militants in 



In Colombia, Peace Efforts Bear Early Fruit 

Colombians made history on March 8, as tens of thousands took to the streets in 
a nationwide “March for Life” to show their support for peace talks between the 
government and the FARC guerrillas. President Juan Manuel Santos joined the 
march in Bogota. Since then, there have been some encouraging signs that the 
country’s decades-long armed conflict really is coming to an end. 

Up to that point, the government hadn’t responded to a unilateral FARC truce, 
continuing to carry out operations against the guerrillas despite the ongoing 
peace talks in Havana. But days after the March for Life, the government agreed 
to suspend its bombing raids on FARC strongholds. 


A1 Qaeda’s orbit are also 
battling Shiite rebels. 

Both sides in the 
bitter Sunni/Shiite 
divide— equally intoler- 
ant of hashish smokers 
and khat ehewers, and 
equally eager to exeeute 
them— are turning to the 
dope trade to fund their 
arsenals. As the war has 
esealated in Yemen, so 
have seizures of hashish 
along its borders. Saudi 
Arabia’s Arab News 
reported on Mareh 6 that 
border guards foiled an 
attempt by “infiltrators 
from Yemen” to smuggle 
a whopping 200 kilo- 
grams of hashish into the 
kingdom in baekpaeks. 

Burma Opium War 
Spills Into China 

A Burmese MIG-29 
fighter jet earried out an 
airstrike on Chinese terri- 
tory on Mareh 13, killing 
four people working in a 
sugar-eane field in Yun- 
nan provinee. Chinese 



authorities registered 
a diplomatie protest, 
and Burma issued a 
statement expressing 
“deep sorrow” over the 
deaths. It was the latest 
development in the fast- 
esealating war in Burma’s 
northern Shan state, 
where the rebel army 
of the Kokang ethnie- 
ity has again taken up 
arms. More than 50,000 
people— mostly Kokang— 
have fled into Chinese 
territory sinee the war 
reignited this year, and 
Burma aeeuses military 
eommanders in China 
of allowing the rebels to 
establish a staging area 
in the border zone. 


This puts Beijing in a 
piekle, sinee it has tradi- 
tionally been a sponsor of 
the Burmese regime— all 
the more so beeause the 
Kokang people are ethnie 
Chinese. Pressure from 
below is mounting on 
China’s rulers to eome 
to the aid of the Kokang. 
Sina Weibo (China’s 
answer to Twitter) has 
been abuzz with grisly 
pietures of Kokang 
eorpses, with messages 
like “Let us help Kokang.” 
In a message in Febru- 
ary, the eommander of 
the Kokang rebels, Peng 
Deren, thanked Chinese 
eyber-aetivists for their 
support. 

Peng is the son of the 
rebels’ longtime politieal 
leader, Peng Jiasheng— 
who was identified by 
the DEA as a “major 
traffieker” as far baek 
as 1975. The rebels say 
they now oppose the 
opium trade and have 
been eooperating in 



eradieation efforts. 

But a key to under- 
standing the new fighting 
in Shan may lie with the 
February 23 arrest in 
Yangon (Burma’s major 
eity) of Li Guoquan, a 
prominent ethnie- Chi- 
nese “businessman,” on 
unspeeified eharges. On 
Mareh 5, Li mysteriously 
died in eustody— with 
Radio Free Asia eiting 
dissidents who elaimed 
he was tortured to death. 
REA also asserts that 
Li was Peng Deren’s 
brother-in-law and was 
suspeeted of finaneing 
the Kokang rebels. 

Whether or not Li’s 
business in Burma 
ineluded opium, it is 
elear that eontrol of 
the illieit trade has 
long fueled the eyele of 
paeifieation and rebellion 
among the ethnie armies 
of Burma’s north. In 
various bids for peaee, 
sueeessive regimes have 
eut deals with the rebel 
armies for sharing opium 
proeeeds, then fallen 
out over the terms and 
returned to war. What 
makes it espeeially dan- 
gerous this time is the 
involvement of China— 
with the potential to 
internationalize a eonfliet 
long hidden from the 
outside world. ^

Flying Higher 


The world’s first hemp plane 
will take flight later this year, 
possibly revolutionizing the 
aircraft industry 

Derek Kesek of the Canadian 
company Hempearth is looking 
to change the face of aviation 
via hemp. He’s in the midst of 
building the world’s hrst hemp 
airplane, with the goal of hav- 
ing at least 75 percent of the 
plane itself made from hemp 
hber and 100 percent of the 
fuel made from hemp ethanol. 

Kesek told High Times that 
he wants to “basically revolu- 
tionize the aviation industry 
using industrial hemp. That’s 
what the goal is.” He con- 
tinued: “I see fleets of hemp 
planes or companies like UPS, 
these big places [like] Boe- 
ing ... taking a step forward. 

I know a lot of companies 
are interested, but no one’s 
really stepped into it. So you 
do something like this to get 
the public interested.” And 
with the lower cost and much 
smaller carbon footprint 
that comes with using hemp 
materials, revolutionizing the 
industry is more than just a 
pipe dream. 

The prototype is a sleek little 
four-seat, 360-horsepower, 
double-engine plane that looks 
a bit like a jet. The outer shell, 
made entirely of hemp, will also 
be the light tan color of natural 
hemp hber. Experts have 
compared the strength and 
durability of hemp hber with 
hberglass— the material that 
airplanes are traditionally made 


from— and found that hemp is 
just as strong, if not stronger. 

Kesek estimates that they 
could have the hrst hemp 
plane built and ready to 
launch within eight months. 
The designs are hnalized; 
the Wright brothers’ original 
launch site in Kitty Hawk, NC, 
is booked; the Discovery Chan- 
nel is set to him the proceed- 
ings; and the crowdfunding is 
off and running. There’s still 
time to donate, however, and 
everyone who contributes a 
dollar or more will have their 


name appear in a mosaic-style 
logo on the plane.

“I’m probably going to build 
a hemp helicopter after this 
one,” Kesek says, “and then I 
don’t know what.

California’s aston- 
ishing cornucopia 

of cannabis has bred 
a discerning type of 
Stoner: one who is 
acutely aware of the 
variety in consumer 
pot products, as well 
as fastidious in his 
preferences for this or 
that strain or concen- 
trate. After years of 
exhaling bluntsmoke 
in the glare of his pro- 
duction studio, LA’s 
R&B phenom Ty Doha 
$ign has developed a 
strict preference for 
indicas and a violent 
aversion to the salivas 
hlling so many of the 
world’s pipes. 

“It just tastes like 
shit,” Ty says. “Smells 
bad, everything... It’s 
like stress weed. It 
might as well have 
seeds and stems.” 

Regarding his beloved 
indicas: “Better smell, 
better taste, bet- 
ter high, worth the 
money.” 

Rather than saliva’s 
well-known creativity- 
fueling effects, Ty 
needs weed to soothe 
his natural volatility— 
and nothing locks you to a 
chair like a heavy indica. “My 
fucking temper is crazy, and 
weed keeps me from panick- 
ing,” he admits. “It calms me 
down and keeps me focused 
on what I need to do. Some 
people slow down and can’t 
handle their business, but for 
me it makes me do my shit.” 

Reports have emerged pin- 
ning Ty’s consumption level 
at three ounces of flowers 
a week. “OG Kush, Jet Fuel, 
Irene,” he says, running down 
his list of favorite strains. Plus 
being on the road with label

mate and fellow weedhead 
Wiz Khalifa provided Ty with 
steady access to the Wiz’s 
namesake strain. Khalifa 
Kush. 

Off the road, Ty always 
returns to his standby, 

Louis XIII, one of OG Kush’s 
sleepier grandkids. For the 
sake of flavor-saving, he 
switched from blunts galore 
to neatly packed Raw cones. 


He’s enamored with the util- 
ity of that innovation: “I can 
just hold up a piece of paper 
and pour the weed right in,” 
he says as he demonstrates. 

Ty’s long history with 
flowers still leaves room for 
dabs, however, especially as a 
social activity— something to 
do with the homies. “Dabs are 


special,” he says. “Like, 
A’ight, we’re gonna 
be here awhile, we’re 
stationary— bring out 
the rig!”’ 

In addition to his 
recreational fondness 
for the cannabis plant, 
Ty is among the many 
West Coasters who take 
pride in their regional 
product. “California 
dehnitely has the best 
weed in the world,” he 
states uncompromis- 
ingly. “I hope we can 
legalize it so we can get 
this weed everywhere 
else.” 

But there is a down- 
side: Being raised on 
Cali’s hnest can create 
a. deep dissatisfaction 
with lesser bud. “When 
we go to Australia or 
Europe or any of those 
places,” he says, “we 
can’t get the weed that 
we have here.” With 
a note of empathy for 
those stuck smoking 
{Stress weed, Ty adds: 
“We should spread 
1±Lat love everywhere.” 

Surprisingly, 
though, he has doubts 
that this dream will 
come true anytime soon. 

Ty’s home state of California 
passed the nation’s hrst medi- 
cal marijuana law, but on 
the prospect of recreational 
legalization, “I don’t think 
it’s going to happen in 2016.” 
Ty’s frustration is evident: “It 
should have happened before 
I was born, really.” ^

star trails and smut, medical oddities and architectural 
marvels all entwine in Chris Santa Maria’s psychedelic 
collages. By Mary Jane Gibson 


Kaleidoscopic swatches 

of colorful paper litter the 
studio loft of Brooklyn-based 
artist Chris Santa Maria, each 
piece carefully torn from 
one of the magazines piled 
up in milk crates, leaning in 
unsteady stacks, and scat- 
tered across the rough-hewn 
wooden floor. Santa Maria 
keeps his paper jewels loosely 
organized in plastic takeout 
containers on his worktable, 
a polychromatic riot of visual 
information. He assembles 
these scraps into enormous 
psychedelic collages that he 
terms “cultural ramblings.” 

Those ramblings found 
a place at the center of the 
pop-culture landscape when 
his work was featured by 
the web series High Mainte- 
nance (recently picked up by 
HBO), which follows a weed- 
delivery guy on his rounds. 


In the episode “Qasim,” an 
obsessive Brooklynite is pur- 
suing an “Uberman” lifestyle, 
devoting 22 hours a day to 
working out, chronicling his 
food intake, and creating 
giant brilliant collages, which 
the viewer sees in subliminal 
bursts— an unsettling look 
into an unraveling, sleep- 
deprived mind. Those col- 
lages hang on Santa Maria’s 
studio walls along with 
newer, bigger, amorphous 
ramblings titled, simply. 

No. ithroughiVo. 7. 

Perhaps the quasi-vision- 
ary nature of Santa Maria’s 
work comes from his Arizona 
upbringing. “I grew up in the 
middle of the middle class 
on the edge of the desert,” he 
says. He realized he wasn’t 
happy with his path in col- 
lege: “I was a business major 
and I freaked out, ’cause I

was in this economics class, 
and I was like, ‘This goes 
completely against the grain 
of my thinking.’” 

So he ditched business 
school, moved to New York 
and immersed himself in the 
world of art, landing a job 
as the director of top gallery 
Gemini G.E.L. “It’s a place 
that has nourished me,” he 
says. When Santa Maria isn’t 


working as an art dealer, he 
heads to his studio in Bush- 
wick, where he engrosses him- 
self in making things. Often, 
he smokes a little weed hrst. 

“When I go to work in the 
gallery, I never smoke because 
I know exactly what’s going to 
happen: I’m not going to be 
able to do my job,” he notes. 
“When I come here, my rela- 
tionship with cannabis gives 
me a certain kind of focus.” 

Santa Maria draws on a 
variety of publications for 
his pieces: “When it comes to 
content, I don’t discriminate 
against any source— I go from 
the smuttiest smut to [laugh- 
ing] High Times magazine.” 

He uses a hectic synthesis of 
imagery from glossy mags to 
investigate “how we’re inun- 
dated with images constantly, 
and how we process them.” 
The work, from a distance, 
appears to be arranged by 
color. Upon closer inspection, 
the viewer’s eye is engaged by 
a chaotic series of juxtaposi- 
tions: a perfume bottle, can- 
cerous lesions, a collarbone, 
a sand dune. You can lose 
yourself in this world— espe- 
cially if you’re high. 

Santa Maria tried weed for 
the hrst time in high school: 
“My best friend and I smoked 
out of a bong made from a 
plastic penguin yard orna- 
ment. Before I smoked pot, I 
was such an uptight kid— and 
then my friend and I smoked 
and got really, really high, and 
we went on this walk through 
our neighborhood, and we 
were like, ‘This is amazing! 
Why is this even wrong? Holy 
shit, do you see the star trail?’ 
Now, when I come to the stu- 
dio, I smoke a little bit, I get 
into my work, and it makes it 
even more enjoyable.” ^

The debut LP from NYC’s dark gypsy goth-punxx 
finds them riding hell-for-leather through the 
city’s rapidly rising steel-and-glass canyons, lob- 
bing Molotov cocktails into the air-conditioned 
bank lobbies and marble-countered oyster bars 
with which the streets of once-gritty “Nuke York” 
are now lined. Coming on the heels of various cas- 
sette demos and a couple of EPs, the album boasts 
no standout cuts to equal the ferocious “Bone 
Collector,” from their 2012 Attic Noise EP; rather, 
all nine tracks are jagged shards of a blackly glim- 
mering whole, a singular aural experience that 
pulls the listener into an almost cave-like realm. 

Drawing heavily from such ’80s death-rock 
greats as the Damned, Chris- 
tian Death and Southern 
Death Cult, as well as that 
era’s anarcho-crust monsters 
Amebix and the comparatively 
bubblegummy TSOL, Anasazi 
here deliver one long, pre- 
apocalyptic howl, punctuated 
by stuttering audio outtakes 
from telephone conversations 
and TV shows. Of note in this 
department is the terrifying, 
Wendigo-like hiss that opens “Memba Me,” which 
joins a staggering bass and drunken guitar before 
the song lurches into full throb. 

Lyrical references to rat poison (“Horror at 
the Mass”) and enslavement (“Hex Da System”) 
abound; the vocals are drenched in reverb and 
sound almost eerily distant, which somehow 
makes the entire album feel like a warning. The 
chiming guitars lend streaks of color, notably 
(and no doubt accidentally) recalling the Rod 
Stewart deep cut “Dynamite” at the beginning 
of “Thelema’s Will,” and clanging discordantly 
and dreamily in the ultimately frenetic “Morbid 
Native.” The production overall is a bit thin, but I 
think it suits Anasazi’s up-from-the-tunnels, out- 
in-the streets style perfectly.

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or nearly 40 years, indoor hor- 
ticultural lighting has changed 
very little: We’ve continued to 
use the same high-IntensIty 
discharge (HID) lamps with high- 
pressure sodium (HPS) or metal-halide 
(MH) bulbs. Yet when we want to see better 
results from our plants, we tend to look 
down at our grow mediums and nutrient 
programs ... always forgetting to look up at 
our electric sun. 

Then came the first new advance In 
lighting, a change from the traditional 
core-and-coil (or magnetic) ballasts to the 
more energy-efficient electronic (or digital) 
ballasts. After that, the floodgates really 
opened. First came the rush of new digital 
HID bulbs that were more compatible with 
these ballasts. Next came the LED revolu- 
tion. And now we have plasma lamps, 


Induction lighting and ceramic bulbs. It’s a 
good time to be a photobiologist! 

But which of these new technologies 
are best for our cannabis plants? Which are 
ideal for full flowering cycles, and which 
are more suited for the vegetative stage? 
Which are most useful as supplemental 
lighting with HID bulbs? And how exactly 
should we be measuring and comparing 
these lamps? 

We’ve heard your questions, and we 
agree that some objective and unbiased 
testing Is needed. So we went out and got 
ourselves the best scientific Instruments 
that money can buy; collected an assort- 
ment of today’s newest lighting technolo- 
gies; and set out to run our own tests to 
determine which lamps are the best for 
our Indoor gardens. It certainly wasn’t 
easy, but In the end, we were impressed. 


Light Science 

To start, how does one compare and measure 
different light sources? When it comes to plant 
science, there are two main considerations: light 
quality, In the form of spectrum, and light Inten- 
sity, in the form of energy. When comparing new 
lighting technologies, we need to measure both 
of these aspects. 

We deployed a highly sensitive and specially 
calibrated spectro-radiometer to measure each 
bulb’s light quality and to produce a spectral 
curve showing the range of spectrum emit- 
ted by each lamp. A spectro-radiometer Is the 
best device for accurately measuring PAR, or 
photosynthetically active radiation, as it provides 
intensity readings at each wavelength or color as 
well as for the spectrum’s overall range. 

Measuring Light 

Many bulb manufacturers Incorrectly state their 
product’s light intensity using lumens as the unit 
of measurement. However, lumens are a unit 
of measurement for the human eye; photobi- 
ologists and botanists use PAR to measure the 
effects that horticultural lighting will have on 
plants. The spectrum is measured in nanometers 
(nm), representing the wavelength of each color 
frequency. 

Light Quality 

Photosynthetically active radiation is the 
spectrum of light that plants use for photosyn- 
thesis. PAR is typically defined as the spectral 
range of solar radiation from 400 to 700 nm 
that photosynthetic organisms are able to use 
In the process of photosynthesis. (Think “ROY G. 
BIV” from your grade-school science class.) The 
charts in this article show the intensity of each 
color wavelength as well as the total range of 
spectrum that each bulb emits. 

Light Strength 

Micromoles per square meter per second 
(pmol/m^/sO Is the most common unit used for 
measuring PAR. This unit quantifies the number 
of photons (discussed below) that fall within a 
1-square-meter area every second. 

PAR can also be expressed In energy units 
for Irradlance, In watts per square meter (w/m^) 
or watts per square centimeter (w/cm^). This 
is relevant in energy-balance considerations 
for photosynthetic organisms and for varying 
surfaces such as those of leaves. Similar units 
of measurement also Include photosynthetic 
photon flux (PPF) or photosynthetic photon-flux 
density (PPFD), which are quantum measure- 
ments that relate precisely to the units of photon 
measurement such as micromoles or microEin- 
stelns (E). 

As a point of comparison to better understand 
Table 1.1, the sun can deliver up to 2,000 pmol/ 
m^/s^ of PAR at noon on a sunny summer day in 
California at the earth’s surface.

Photobiology 

Simply put, photobiology is the scientific 
study of the interactions between living 
organisms and light. For our purposes, it 
is specifically the study of the interactions 
between plants and light-which brings us 
directly to the process of photosynthesis. 

Plants use light as the primary energy 
supplier and catalyst in the chemical reaction 
that creates food for them. Plant growth is 
driven by photosynthesis, the process that 
converts water, carbon dioxide and energy 
from light into carbohydrates, which are the 
essential building blocks for plant nutrition 
and growth. These carbohydrates take the 
form of glucose, or sugars, that are the real 
foods used by plants for energy, growth and 
development. 

An equation for this reaction looks like this: 

n CO2 + n Hp + photons ^ (CHp)^ + n 

Or, more simply: 

Carbon dioxide + water + light energy ^ carbo- 
hydrates + oxygen. 


*Editor’s note: These PAR measurements were taken at a 2-foot distance from the light source. It’s important 
to note that advanced growers who are better able to control the garden’s atmospheric conditions (such 
as temperature) should be able to keep their garden canopy closer to the lamps, somewhere between 12 
to 18 inches. Moving plants closer to the light source (as well as the spectro-radiometer used to take these 
measurements) will result in higher PAR values that may be more in line with the manufacturers’ labels. For 
more information, look up the “inverse-square law.”

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Because plants have evolved using the sun’s natural 
spectrum for millions of years, the sun serves as our 
best gauge for what type of light plants need most. This 
means that the broader the spectrum-or the closer 
to that of the sun-the better that light will be for plant 
growth and development. 

Sunlight contains only 44 percent visible light (or 
PAR); the rest is made up of 52 percent infrared light and 
4 percent ultraviolet light. In theory, plants could use the 
ultraviolet or Infrared sections of the spectrum for photo- 
synthesis, but they do not. So why Is It that plants use only 
visible light as a source of energy for photosynthesis? 

The answer comes down to one very small and 
complex particle known as the photon. These are the 
particles that plant pigments, such as chlorophyll a and 
b, harvest from light to supply the energy needed In 
photosynthesis. 

A single photon carries a certain amount of energy 
depending on the wavelength. A quantum refers to 
the amount of energy carried by the photon. Quantum 
meters, such as the spectro-radiometer used In these 
tests, approximate the quantity of photons between 
350 and 750 nm. Photosynthesis Is largely driven by the 
number-and quality-of photons between these two 
wavelengths. 


The following provides a breakdown of the sun’s 
natural spectrum and how the various forms of light 
radiation are used (or not used) by plants during 
photosynthesis: 

Ultraviolet light?Each photon of ultraviolet light con- 
tains too much radiation for most biological systems. 
Its high energy will drive electrons from molecules and 
break their weak bonds. The ozone layer of our atmo- 
sphere protects all life on the planet from high levels of 
ultraviolet radiation. 


Infrared light: Each photon of Infrared light doesn’t have 


enough energy to do useful work In a biological system. 
Cells do absorb this radiation, but It contains Insufficient 
energy to drive metabolic reactions and gets converted 
to heat. Infrared radiation Is absorbed by water and by 
carbon dioxide In the atmosphere. 

[visible light:] Each photon of visible light contains just 
enough energy to excite the electrons of molecules 
without causing damage to the cell. Visible light, or PAR, 
Is the miracle light needed In photosynthesis. Limiting 
this spectrum to only a few of Its wavelengths is unnatu- 
ral and potentially harmful for a plant’s development. 


light contain photons in 
different quantities and 
qualities, does this mean 
some color wavelengths 
have more energy? 

Yes. Because photon 
energy is inversely pro- 
portional to wavelength, 
the energy is frequency- 
dependent. Consider the 
following: 

• The energy content 
of a photon is directly 
proportional to the light’s 
frequency. 

•As frequency 
decreases, wavelength 
increases. 

• Thus, as frequency 
decreases, so does light 
energy. 

• Therefore, reds are 
longer and have less 
energy. Blues are shorter 
and have more energy. 

• In fact, blues are the 
frequency/wavelength 
with the most light 
energy. This makes the 
blue spectrum an excel- 
lent supplement to HID 
lighting. However, don’t 
mistake this to mean that 
plants need only blue 
wavelengths, or even 
that they need them 
more than the rest. 

• Blue and red may be 
the wavelengths best 
absorbed by plants, but 
they are also less present 
in the sun’s natural light, 
which is why plants have 
become more efficient 
at absorbing them (see 
Figure 1.2). Still, the fuller 
the spectrum, the better 
that light will be overall 
for the plant’s photosyn- 
thetic processes.

Genesis DE 30 

After the Initial partnership between Gavita 
and Philips a few years back that produced 
these digital HPS wonders, a few other smart 
lighting companies caught on to the technol- 
ogy and formulated their own versions. Of 
these, one of the more economical units 
comes In the form of the Genesis DE 30. 

Utilizing a Ushio Pro Plus double-ended 
bulb, the Genny DE 30 produced a spectral 
curve that was very close to the Gavita in 
range, but fell short In Its PAR rating (see Table 
1.1). The unit also features dimmable positions 
at 600, 750, 1,000 and 1,150 watts. If there’s 
one drawback to this lamp, it’s the reflector 
hood, which could be improved to Increase 
both canopy penetration and the coverage 
area, which currently stands at just over 3’ x 3’. 
Still, this Is a very good lamp as well as a great 
value for budget-minded consumers. 


Ceramic Bulbs

here were produced at the 1,150-watt setting, at 
a 2-foot distance from the bulb, while utilizing 
the new, highly effective Gavita reflector being 
sold with the 2015 units. With this new reflector, 
the coverage stretches just past a 4’ x 4’ area. 
The one downside to this system Is that it 
does create a bit of heat, so It’s recommended 
that those with smaller gardens-or without 
adequate atmospheric controls-purchase the 
Gavita units that come with remote ballasts, 
thereby eliminating some of the heat buildup 
inthegrowroom. 


Referred to mainly as ceramic discharge lamps 
(CDLs), ceramic bulbs are a relatively new source 
of light that represent a variation on MH bulbs, 
which are themselves a variation on the older 
mercury-vapor bulbs. The discharge is contained 
in a ceramic tube usually made of sintered alumina 
(aluminum oxide), similar to what has traditionally 
been used in HPS bulbs. CDLs create plasma light, 
the same as the sun and other HID lamps. 

SunBrightCDL Agro Grow Light 

Perhaps the most pleasant surprise in the 
entire field came from the CDL manufacturer 
Boulder Lamp Inc., who absolutely crushed 
it In our lighting trials. Utilizing a 315-watt 
Philips Ceramic Agro Bulb, the SunBrightCDL 
provided extremely broad and intense spec- 
trum across the board. 

The spectral curve of this CDL was one 
of the fullest in the group. And with over 
60 percent of Its light energy being gener- 
ated around the blue and red spectrums, 
it hit the right spots In terms of a plant’s 
natural absorption curve (see Figure 1.2). Its 
PAR value, at 686 pmol/m^/ s\ was almost 
unbelievable for such a low-wattage bulb. 
Although manufactured In Colorado, these 
lamps require 208 to 240 line voltage. The 
units come preassembled with an electronic 
ballast attached to the top of the reflector 
hood, with dimming as an available option.

An LED, or light-emitting diode, is a two-lead semiconductor light source. When a specific voltage is applied to the leads, elec- 
trons are able to recombine with “electron holes” within the device, releasing light in the form of photon energy. This light is 
not plasma light, but it is electroluminescence. The color of the light (corresponding to the energy of the photon) is determined 
by the energy-band gap, or electron hole, of the semiconductor. Diodes are also monodirectional in their functioning, emitting 
light in only one direction.

It 
also included a DVB 
bulb (281 to 320 nm) on 
each side of the lamp 
for added punch during 
flowering. 

The SS440 uses only 
red and blue diodes 
and can’t be described 
as a full-spectrum 
lamp, though it does 
offer switches for both 
“Veg” and “Bloom” 
spectrum, as well as an 
on/off switch for the 
DVB bulbs. Still, with a 
maximum PAR value of 
381.68 pmol/m^/s’ and a 
two-tone spectrum, this 
Is an ideal high-end sup- 
plemental lamp that can 
help boost light energy 
and plant production. 
The manufacturer- 
suggested retail price 
on this unit Is $1,049, 
though it can be found 
for as low as $899 on 
various websites. 


nology would become less expen- 
sive and that eventually LEDs would 
begin to catch up to our beloved HID 
bulbs. As is evidenced by our cover 
photo, we’ve finally found one that 
sets a new standard for LED lighting. 

This strong M16 LED lamp, 
designed by Truth Lighting (and 
recently acquired by AG), came In 
second on the list of PAR ratings, 
testing very high at 781.71 pmol/ 
m^/sL With 144 5-watt diodes mix- 
ing red, blue and white, this Isn’t 
surprising. The M16 performed well 
in terms of spectrum, displaying the 
typical-but much broader-spikes 
In the blue (450 nm) and red (625 
to 675 nm). The blue wavelengths, 
which are the frequencies carrying 
the highest amounts of usable pho- 
ton energy, were especially potent 
on the M16, likely contributing

Plasma Lamps 

Plasma lamps are a type of gas-discharge lamp 
not dissimilar to HID bulbs. However, instead of 
using electricity to excite the gases into illumina- 
tion, plasma lamps utilize radio-frequency power. 
These internal-electrode-less lamps were origi- 
nally invented by Nikola Tesla and often feature 
bulbs that are only an inch or two in size. 


Chameleon Plasma Grow Light 

The PAR values listed in the test results in this 
article (Table 1.1) can be a bit misleading. This 
is because they represent tests conducted at 
a 2-foot distance from the light source. How- 
ever, this plasma grow lamp from Chameleon 
actually possessed an extremely low heat 
signature, thereby allowing growers to place 
the lamp even closer to the plants than usual. 
At a 1-foot interval, the PAR value more than 
doubles - increasing to a whooping 845.60 
pmol/m2/s1. However, Chameleon recom- 
mends a distance of 18-inches off the canopy, 
which will supply 600 pmol/m2/s1 and keep a 
minimum coverage area of 3’ x 3’. 

That being said, this plasma lamp also 
boasted one of the better overall spectrums 
in these trials. However, these lamps do leave 
a little bit to be desired in red wavelengths 
as their intensity falls off around the 650nm 
mark, producing a blue-ish hue over the 
plants. As technology progresses, and more 
red is added to the spectrum, these lamps are 
becoming more and more a two-stage lamps 
for both veg and flower. In fact, Chameleon 
now offers the addition of red LED “sidecars”, 
which bring a significant amount of red spec- 
trum that can take your plants to full-term. 


Induction Lamps 

Also similar to both HID and plasma lamps, the induction lamp is another gas-discharge bulb, though it 
uses neither electricity nor radio frequency to illuminate its gases; instead, it utilizes an electric (or mag- 
netic) field to fire up the bulb.

As was also the case with plasma lamps, induction lamps ran into a rating problem in our stan- 
dardized tests, one that involved the plant’s proximity to the light source. This induction lamp 
from Marigold Lighting runs very cool, allowing growers to move it much closer to the garden 
canopy, thereby increasing the PAR value. 

This particular lamp also uses a highly specialized, proprietary blend of phosphors that cor- 
respond more closely with the absorption curve of cannabis plants during photosynthesis (see 
Figure 1.2). Looking at its spectral curve, we see that it has color spikes throughout, with good 
intensity for the red wavelengths. Keeping these induction lamps from 6 to 12 Inches above the 
plants will result in better yields to match the healthy, well-developed plants they produce.

A thunderous 
boom broke 

my conscious- 
ness apart in 
a thousand 

puzzle pieces. When they 
assembled themselves back 
into place, the scene in front 
of me was absolute chaos. 

Our MRAP had been hit 
with our hrst lED. MRAP 
is the acronym for “mine- 
resistant armor-protected 
vehicle.” It’s the tank-like 
vehicle that replaced the 
Hummer, better equipped to 
withstand the blast of impro- 
vised explosive devices. 

Despite the ringing in my 
ears, I could hear someone 
screaming somewhere on the 
other side of the black cloud 
of explosive dust that hlled 
our truck. I couldn’t see, 
and the parts of my mind 
that knew who was scream- 
ing and what to do weren’t 
responding. 

Finally, my mind kicked 
into gear. I was able to 
remember the name that 
belonged to the voice, and 
muscle memory began to 
take over as I wrestled my 
way out of the seatbelt and 
frantically rendered hrst aid. 

My squad leader climbed 
into the back of the MRAP 
with me, and we worked 
together to help the wounded 
soldier. Fists were pounding 
on the outside of the back- 
door, and voices shouting for 
us to open up. The explosion 
had bent the doorframe so 
that it couldn’t open. As other 
soldiers desperately pulled 


on the door from the outside, 
our wounded soldier began to 
gasp for air. His lung was col- 
lapsing, having been ruptured 
from the force of the blast. 

All at once, our luck 
changed: Our medic found a 
way through the front of the 
vehicle and took over stabi- 
lizing the soldier. A com- 
bined effort from inside and 
outside the truck managed 
to pry open the backdoor. 
Daylight flooded in, and the 
hands of friends— our fellow 
soldiers— pulled us out; they 
shared our joy at Ending us 
all still alive. 

Within minutes, a helicop- 
ter swooped onto the scene 
and airlifted our wounded 
soldier away to the doctors 
who would save his life. 

For the rest of that day, we 
searched for Taliban in the 
area and then waited for a 
recovery crew to arrive and 
tow the blasted MRAP. At 
some point, one of my ser- 
geants looked me over and 
recommended that I go sit 
in another vehicle and take 
it easy. 

I found a seat and laid my 
rifle across my lap. Then I 
reached into my cargo pocket 
and pulled out a small bag of 
what looked like chewed-up 
grass clippings stuck together 
with spit— naswar. I tucked 
a pea-sized nugget inside my 
cheek and immediately felt 
the massive tension that had 
taken over my consciousness 
slip away. A peaceful feeling 
spread through my body, and 
I did, in fact, relax. 
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B here would be many more days 

I and moments like these during 
my combat tour in Afghanistan’s 
Paktia Province, and for quite a few of 
us, “relaxing” would become synonymous 
with alcohol and, often, with the pot that 
grew right outside our base, with the 
hash that could be bought from our day 
laborers, or with a foul-tasting local dip 
called naswar. 

Coming into the country had taken 
us months. In preparation, our unit 
had been bounced around the US for 
training, getting inoculated and hlling 
out forms to feed the Army bureau- 
cracy After our plane touched down at 
Bagram Airheld in Afghanistan’s Parwan 
Province, our hrst night was dark and 
confusing. We were shuttled from build- 
ing to building getting briefed, moving 
equipment and being fed. 

On my hrst morning in-country I 
woke up and walked out of the circus 
tent where we’d slept into utter dis- 
appointment. Picture a gigantic flea 
market plopped down on a barren Texas 
landscape. It fit in with the rest of the 
country about as much as a Baptist 
church would have. 

On the second day, when we were 
given the green light to explore, we 
found Afghan versions of Pizza Hut and 


Burger King side by side with shops sell- 
ing garbage souvenirs at inflated prices 
by people who were definitely not locals. 

In the following weeks, we were 
bounced around to progressively smaller 
bases. American faces disappeared. On 
our last helicopter ride, the flat, dusty 
desert turned into dusty hills, which 
gradually gave way to an ocean of white- 
capped mountains— a landscape that was 
dramatic and hauntingly beautiful. 

Our first couple of months verged on 
total boredom. We did plenty of plan- 
ning, patrolling and speaking with locals, 
but overall, things were peaceful. But 
with the lED explosion, we knew that 
the Afghan “fighting season”— which lasts 
roughly from spring to early winter— had 
begun. And the definition of “normal” 
changed completely. 

Mortar attacks were random and 
scary, but expected. Roads and hills 
promised danger, explosions, and bloody 
violence and filled us with wariness. 
Living like this affected everyone dif- 
ferently, and the release of stress took 
on various forms. A game of Monopoly 
might end in a fistfight; masturbation 
was a solo sport enjoyed by all. Will 
Ferrell became the patron saint of bored 
soldiers. And some of us experimented 
with the local drugs. 


^ ^ ey, guys! This is pot!” 

Hi V yelled a soldier. 

JL iHL We were on a foot 
patrol in late April. We all stopped to see 
what the hell he was talking about. It’s 
funny— sometimes a person may be too 
focused on the trees to see the forest. In 
this case, the forest was acres of knee- 
high marijuana plants. 

Until then. I’d only seen pot leaves 
on T-shirts and black-light posters, but 
there they were— fields of pot spread out 
before me. 

In our unit, we had cops and crimi- 
nals, college students and high-school 
grads, plumbers and ski bums, business- 
men and career soldiers, but the reaction 
for all of us was pretty much the same: 
amusement and delight. 

Just about everyone gave in to the 
novelty of the situation. We checked out 
the plants; some of us plucked the leaves 
and tucked them into our helmet bands 
and plate carriers for entertaining cam- 
ouflage. Eventually, recess was over and 
we returned to our mission. 

Over the course of our first few months, 
the snow melted and fed the narrow river 
that ran between the mountains, turn- 
ing the valley— which had been relatively 
bare upon our arrival— lush and green. 
Low ground that had been easy to patrol 
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The smell of dirt and the sound of buzz- 
ing bugs reminded me of the helds of 
cow corn that grew behind my grandpar- 
ents’ house in New England. 

Another soldier and I wandered into 
the nearby pot held. The plants were 
thick around us. The initial novelty of 
helds of weed had worn off months ago. 
But it returned when the stalks began to 
tower above us and hower. As darkness 
set in, I lingered for a few moments, 
reaching out to touch the sticky resin 
and inhale its pleasant, skunky aroma. I 
plucked a few buds and stuffed them into 
my cargo pocket, then wiped off the resin 
on my pant leg. 

Emerging from the held to the main 
body of our patrol, I turned and soaked 
up this outlandish vista: a land largely 
unchanged since the time of Alexander 


Soldiers were stunned, but farmers showed no more interest 
in their gardens than they would a crop of potatoes. 



There were no grow 
lamps or chemicals 
here: In these harsh 
mountains, on nature’s 
schedule, a sea of weed 
thrives on goat shit, 
rain and sunshine. 

became dense with plant life. 

The villagers of that area were very 
much in tune with nature’s rhythms. 
Occasionally, we’d come across young 
men smoking a joint, but overall, the 
drug of choice for locals was hash— pri- 
marily a solo activity, performed a little 
way off away from everyone else. The 
use of pot, hash and naswar by the male 
population, while not flaunted, was 
tolerated and unconcealed. But no one 
seemed to show any more interest in 
their own crops of weed than they would 
a crop of potatoes. 

I think they found our childlike reac- 
tion to the presence of marijuana both 
amusing and a little strange. That being 
said, if any of us asked the locals to sell 
us some, a stoner smirk or soft chuckle 
would crack their stoic exterior, before 
they returned to more serious posturing. 

Naswar was 10 cents a brownie. A 
“hockey puck” of hash could be bought 
for hve bucks, but pot was free to any 
hand that could grab. Our interpreters 
told us that the locals would rather grow 
food, but pot was their cash crop and 
had been for many years. There were no 
grow lamps or chemicals here: In these 
harsh mountains, on nature’s schedule, a 
sea of weed thrives on goat shit, rain and 
sunshine. 


p ■ he attitude toward Americans 

I changed around every corner. 

Some areas were openly hostile 
towards us: We’d get rocks thrown at us 
when we weren’t looking, and the locals 
would spit insults and curses. Other 
times, we were greeted with open arms 
and friendly conversation. On some 
days, the villagers would simply stare 
at us with polite curiosity. Our inter- 
preter would translate our questions 
and comments. Some of us shared water 
and played with the kids who were bold 
enough to approach us. 

In the summertime, we were on a 
patrol near our outpost. At an altitude 
of 7,000 feet, the heat of day recedes 
quickly, and the air takes on a pleasant 
chill. One late afternoon, I walked over to 
the side of the road to watch the sunset. 


the Great, a gorgeous landscape blan- 
keted with green helds of marijuana— 
and leftover Russian landmines. 

Part of our duty rotation involved 
working in guard towers. I discovered 
that, most of the time, the real enemy 
was the tedium of staring at nothing for 
six hours. In the summer months, when 
pot was available and I could sneak it in, 
my shift would begin with a small joint 
smoked in secrecy in one of the rat holes 
that the “eye in the sky” couldn’t see. The 
“eye” was a rotating camera hidden in a 
black globe on a tower inside the outpost. 
It could rotate 360 degrees and pick up 
heat signatures, which was useful when 
pointed at the surrounding hills, but a 
pain in the ass when it was used to watch 
what we were doing. 

Einishing up my joint, I put on my 
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body armor, grabbed my snacks for the 
night, slung my rifle and stuck a small 
bag of naswar in my pocket. The soldier 
before me handed over his radio. After 
exchanging pleasantries. I’d try to get as 
comfortable as I could before indulging 
in my favorite part of Afghanistan. I’d 
settle into my sandbag seat cushion and 
look out at the mud buildings dotting the 
landscape and the fields of green crops 
at different elevations, which gave the 
landscape texture. The mountains in the 
distance were part of the Hindu Kush 
range and cradled the entire area. 


Two hours into my shift, the sun would 
begin to set, giving the landscape new 
dimensions. A piece of naswar in my 
mouth would carry me away peacefully 
in thought and memory. Movement in 
the fields would stop as the call to prayer 
rang out, echoing throughout the hills. An 
hour after sunset, cold winds would whip 
through the tower. In the darkness, red 
tracer bullets would occasionally streak 
the sky far off in the distance. These were 
the times I felt most at peace. 

ragedy struck in the late sum- 
mer. A planned mission had 
been repeatedly postponed 
due to the weather. When the condi- 
tions were finally right, the plan had 
lost momentum, and the powers that be 


wouldn’t give us the support that had 
originally been promised. 

We rolled into a Taliban-held area 
with a skeleton crew. For an hour, every- 
thing was quiet. Suddenly, gunshots shat- 
tered the mid-morning silence. All guns 
wheeled toward the nearby hills, which 
we thought were deserted. But we ceased 
firing after a few shots: The Taliban fight- 
ers were too close to our men positioned 
in the same hills. Our only recourse was 
to wait for an outcome. 

A shallow river with steep embank- 
ments on either side divided the trucks 


from the fighting. A few of us scrambled 
down and across the river to get a better 
view. 

On the other side, I found a small 
shed-sized mud building for cover. As 
the gunfire continued, urgent calls came 
over the radio, but our new position 
failed to give us the clear line of sight we 
had hoped for. Again, we were forced to 
watch and wait. 

I heard splashing in the river behind 
me. I turned to see a small group of strang- 
ers dressed like Afghan Border Patrol. 
The ABP were supposed to be friendly, 
but early on we’d picked up on the fact 
that, depending on the time and situa- 
tion, they weren’t necessarily on our side. 

I wasn’t at all happy to see them in 
our current state of vulnerability. When 


the Afghans spotted me, they stopped 
advancing. They surveyed the area, 
seemed to come to a group decision 
about something, and ran back in the 
direction they came, away from the 
fighting. 

Our guys on the hill were still under 
fire, but now it was coming from a differ- 
ent location. I scrambled back across the 
stream to our MRAP. 

The gunner on the truck started 
peppering the hill relentlessly with an 
MK-19 grenade launcher. I began prep- 
ping cans of “40 mike-mike,” the 40 mm 
ammunition used by the gun. Adrena- 
line mixed with the summer heat was 
making the inside of the truck a furnace. 
Sweat streamed into my eyes, and my 
heart pounded like a jackhammer as I 
cracked open can after can of ammo to 
keep the gunner supplied. By the time 
shooting died down, only two cans of 
ammo remained. Soaked through and 
exhausted, I dropped down into the seat 
to catch my breath. 

A battle-roster number is the first 
letter of a last name, followed 
by the last four digits of a Social 
Security number. Two battle-roster num- 
bers were broadcast over the radio, which 
meant that two of our men were KIA— 
killed in action on that hill. But which two? 

I ran through the names that started 
with those letters until I realized who’d 
been lost. I couldn’t believe they were 
actually dead. We’d seen plenty of death 
at this point, but not on our side. Our 
fallen soldiers’ bodies were removed by 
helicopter, and the fighting continued 
sporadically for hours. 

Intercepted intelligence alerted us 
that a force as large as 200 Taliban was 
on its way to continue the fight against 
us. Though short on men and ammo, our 
requests to leave the area were repeat- 
edly denied. One thing became grimly 
clear: More of us would die if a large 
force assaulted us. 

Night fell. The gunners stayed in 
their trucks and scanned their sectors, 
while the rest of us pushed out to form 
a perimeter. I genuinely liked the man I 
was paired with and remember thinking 
that if we did get overrun, he was a good 
guy to spend my last moments with. It 
seems funny now, but at the time it was 
a genuine consideration, something that 
was important to me. 

During the night, soldiers started 
dropping in all over the place from 
helicopters. Fresh reinforcements took 
over the perimeter and pushed it out. We

For an hour, everythiitg was quiet. Suddenly, 
gunshots shattered the mid-nioming silence. 
All guns wheeled toward the nearby hills, 
which we thought were deserted. 
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were allowed to return to our trucks. 

I sat down in the driver’s seat and 
looked out into the pitch black, untouched 
by electric light, and relived the events of 
the day. We began our guard rotation and 
talked a little while, until conversation 
trailed off. Soon, everyone except the man 
on guard was sleeping like the dead. 

A fter that day, our overall mood 
changed dramatically. Sadness 
and anger brought a lot of us 
closer together. Within the platoons, small 
tribes formed. Before then, the locals and 
interpreters weren’t trusted, but they were 
never treated poorly. Now, there were tense 
moments of open hostility toward them. 

It was easy to be mad. We were mad 
at their side, mad at ours, mad at feeling 
like our friends’ futures had been stolen 
from them. These feelings receded only 
when we attempted to celebrate our 
lives again. No longer was it just a select 
few who were partying; now, just about 
everybody was up to something. 

We still cared about doing our jobs. 
Guns were cleaned, planning was done, 
and missions were carried out. But now 
we allowed ourselves not to give a fuck 
when we could. We sang, danced, played 
pranks on each other, planned for the 


future, drank, smoked pot more than 
ever and enjoyed being alive. 

More mortars fell and more shots 
were bred, but our mission eventually 
did come to an end. Within about a year 
and a half, our outpost was given over to 
the Afghans. Now, the war there has been 
declared over. 


Pot was a reliable friend that helped 
carry many of us through tough times. 
Our bodies returned stateside, but parts 
of our minds are still in-country, plagued 
by PTSD and depression. We hump 
over those mountains, wander through 
helds of weed and replay moments long 
passed. We are still taking casualties. ^ 
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It's not that we enjoy bragging, however the fact of the matter is there 
ore no awards or categories for best nutrient companies at the major 
growing competitions.

he Cali Connection’s headquarters is one of those 
nondescript office parks that pop up throughout 
Southern California: long, one-story rows of identi- 
cal adjacent spaces that businesses can lease for 
manufacturing or production purposes. A variety of 
business hrms have taken up residence here, as well as indus- 
trial artists looking for secure studio space. 

Seems like the Cali Connection has come to the right place: 


The manufacture and production of prized cannabis seeds is 
the company’s mission, and seed breeding is dehnitely the kind 
of undertaking that requires an artist’s touch. 

The breeder known as Swerve is the artist in residence here. 
He’s at the helm of the Cali Connection, a seed company that’s 
been supplying growers with top US genetics since 2008. In 
fact, says Swerve, “We were one of the hrst seed companies 
from America to sell our seeds worldwide.”

Naturally, the 
nursery is 
where the road 
to success 
begins. 


Inside the Cali Connection’s command center, 
assorted tasks are being performed. In one 
room, Swerve’s staff is counting out seeds and 
labeling them. In another, hundreds of glass rigs 
are lined up awaiting packaging and shipping. 

The rigs represent Swerve’s latest undertak- 
ing: Get Connected Glass, a.k.a. GC2. He’s been 
marketing Get Connected apparel for over four 
years. Bins of hats, hoodies and T-shirts are 
stacked up, ready to be loaded onto a truck for 
transport to the upcoming Cannabis Cup, where 
the Cali Connection will, once again, set up its 
massive booth and greet the pot-loving public. 

With legalization seemingly inevitable and a 
recovering economy on the rise, the Cali Connec- 
tion, like most industry leaders, is discovering 
the discipline and attention to detail required 
for success. 

“It’s crazy,” Swerve confesses. “There’s no 
time! We maintain the gardens. We have to 
maintain the mother stock; we have to maintain 
the father stock; we have to maintain the reverse 
males; we have to maintain our genetics library. 


We take clones by the thousands, because we 
have to keep up with customer demand and be 
able to hll our gardens to make seeds. That’s 
because our sales reps are out there kicking 
absolute butt! Then there’s the travel .... ” 

Not that Swerve’s complaining: Last year, 

Cali either sold or gave away approximately a 
quarter-million seeds worldwide. 

Suffice it to say, leased office space can’t 
keep up with those requirements. A farm up in 
Northern California’s “Gold Country,” compris- 
ing 5,000 square feet of greenhouse space as 
well as an indoor grow, are responsible for the 
bulk production of the 140 strains included in 
the Cali Connection’s genetic library. As Swerve 
explains: “Up there, we’re trying to produce 
mass amounts so we can drop our prices to com- 
pete with the larger seed companies out there.” 

Meanwhile, down here in the San Fernando 
Valley, Swerve has built a seed-breeding “loft” 
with multiple chambers over the Cali Connec- 
tion’s office operations. It’s one of two breeding 
ops in the LA area.

“Know what you’re going 
after. Have a good starting 
point. What’s your final 
destination? You have 
these two plants: What 
do you want to achieve, 
and how? What’s your end 
goal? Starting with your 
parents— say you’ve got a 
Sour Diesel and an OG, and 
your end goal is a larger- 
yielding, OG-tasting, Sour 
Diesel-looking plant: How 
do you achieve that? 

“Sure, you can take a 
Blueberry and cross it to 
Haze and see what hap- 
pens. It’s fun— if you’ve got 
the time and the locations 
and can afford to do that. 
But most growers don’t 
have that luxury. In my 
world, being cost-effective 
is essential. Your time 
equals money. The electric- 
ity you experiment with 
equals money; same with 
the water and nutrients. 

“But if it’s your only 
grow and the only lights 
you have, don’t experi- 
ment-go with what you 
know. Learn how to grow 
first. Know how to read 
the plant. Don’t start 
experimenting until you 
have a solid base of under- 
standing of the way the 
plant grows and what your 
nutrients do. What does 
the plant need if it starts 
yellowing? Do you need 
nitrogen, magnesium, man- 
ganese or zinc? You have to 
be able to look at the plant 
and know, just by looking, 
what it needs.’’ 
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“When you’re indoor breeding, you 
can only lock in phenotypes,” he explains. 
“You can’t do large, open pollination and 
seed manufacturing. So we do our main 
breeding indoors, in isolated chambers, 
and then expand out to the greenhouses 
with the larger plants of the phenotypes 


that we like— as our moms are— and use 
those as the seed-making babies and 
grow them big.” 

The Cali Connection’s genetic library 
has been evolving for over a decade. 
Swerve recalls that it was back in 2004 
when he hrst dropped off a tray of elite 


clones and genetics to an LA dispensary 
for purchase. 

“I spent years prior to that on online 
forums making friends,” Swerve says. 
“That’s how we used to do it. You went 
to the source— the actual person holding 
the genetics. Then we put clones out for 
the general populace and the medical 
community.” 

That was the beginning of it all: 
Swerve’s cuts. During his clone-providing 
days. Swerve hgures, he amassed about 
150 mothers from different strains. As his 
reputation grew, he formed new partner- 
ships with prospective seed companies, 
but they didn’t pan out. “I lost a lot of 
money and a lot of seeds,” he recalls. 

By 2008, he’d had enough. “I went 
to my true roots, which are Italian, and 
thought, ‘What does everybody want? 
What does everybody need?’ And the one 
thing that I kept returning to was that 
everybody wants connections and every- 
body needs connections. It’s not what 
you know; it’s who you know. Everything 
we did came from California, so we ran 
with the Italian idea of being connected 
and having connections, then started 
providing the goods.” 

One of the Cali Connection’s super- 
star strains is the San Fernando Valley 
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OG Kush, an mcZzca-dominant 
hybrid created by crossing an 
SFV OG clone with an Afghani 
father. The favorable traits were 
cultivated over several genera- 
tions, resulting in the indica- 
heavy SFV OG Kush. 

The Cali Connection’s award- 
winning Larry OGis a select 
Larry OG crossed with the SFV 
OG IBL (“inbred line,” or a 
true-breeding variety). A joint 
of Larry will have you floating 
off into fluffy-cloud territory in 
no time. It’s recommended for 
indoor growers but will also do 
well outdoors. (Just watch for 
mold late in the season due to 
its high resin content.) 

Cali’s Tahoe OG is a totally 
unique seed created by crossing 
the SFV OG Kush with its Tahoe 
OG clone. Growers can expect 
pot that packs a powerful punch 
and tastes as every bit as strong. 

The Cali Connection’s genet- 
ics have earned 30 different 
awards at High Times Cannabis 
Cups throughout the world, 
and the company expects to be 
enlarging its trophy case in the 



years to come. 

Swerve is diversifying, too, 
launching a brand-new seed 
company called Vault Seeds INTL. 
“We’ve been successful,” Swerve 
says of Cali. “We hat-tricked at 
the Cup last year, grabbing three 
hrst prizes. But Vault Seeds INTL 
will offer varieties that the Cali 
Connection won’t offer— at a more 
moderate price.” 

But why would that be nec- 
essary when Cali has earned 
such huge name recognition 
industry-wide? 

“Because every label has a 
sub-label,” Swerve replies. “Our 
sub-label is Vault Seed INTL. 

Our partnered offshoots are 
Moxie Seeds and a few new 
up-and-comers.” 

After all, with the cannabis 
industry expanding daily, there’s 
no reason to think small. 

“I’m trying to be the Sensi Seeds 
or the Green House of America,” 
Swerve pledges. “That’s always 
been my goal from the beginning.” 

And the quickest way to get 
there. Swerve knows, is by head- 
ing in a straight line. ^

Successful marijuana gardens begin with strong, robust clones. Grow guru and 
High Times Cultivation Department alumnus Jorge Cervantes reveals the ideal 
way to root cuttings in order to give your plants a healthy start in life. 




Preparing to Clone 

Cloning is the most traumatic incident that cannabis plants can experience, 
aside from harvest. Clones go through an incredible transformation when they 
change from a severed green growing tip to a rooted plant. Their entire chem- 
istry changes: The stem that once grew leaves must now grow roots in order 
to survive. Clones are at their most fragile point in life just after being cut. 

While rooting, clones require a minimum of nitrogen but increased levels of 
phosphorus to promote root growth. Sprays should be avoided during rooting, 
as they compound cloning stress. Given good instruction and a little experi- 
ence, most gardeners can achieve a consistent 100 percent clone-survival rate. 

Clones are exact genetic replicas of their mother plants. Each mother’s cell 
carries a DNA blueprint of itself. Radiation, chemicals, disease and poor hor- 
ticultural practices can damage this DNA— but unless it is damaged, the DNA 
remains intact. 

Large cuttings with large, starch-hlled stems grow roots more slowly than 
small clones with small stems. Thin-stemmed clones have fewer reserves 
(accumulated starch), but they need only enough reserve energy to initiate 
root growth. 

Small clones with a few leaves need less moisture and will root faster than 
big cuttings with many leaves. At hrst the leaves contain moisture, but after a 
few days the stem is no longer able to supply enough moisture to the leaves, 
and the clone suffers stress. A small amount of leaf space is all that’s necessary 
for photosynthesis to supply enough energy for root growth.

Integrity in Parents 

7 . Maintain an 18-to-24-hour-a-day photoperiod 
for mother piants. 

2. Keep the piants heaithy. 

3. Grow for six to 12 months. 

4. Repot as needed. 

Easy-to-aone Plants 

Look for plants that have small nubs or 
rootlets (primordia) near the base of the 
trunk. Such plants tend to strike roots 
exceptionally fast. Most “Skunk” and 
indica varieties grow roots easily. 

DifHcult-to-Clone Plants 

Ruderalis crossed with indica or sativa 
varieties are auto-flowering and do not 
make suitable mother plants. 

Outdoor varieties with a slight ten- 
dency to “pre-sex” (i.e., designate their 
sex) in an 18-hour photoperiod include 
Early Girl, Early Skunk and many others. 
Check with seed companies for details. 
Early flowering doesn’t always exclude a 
strain from being used as a mother plant. 

Clones taken from weak, leggy mothers 
most often produce weak, leggy clones. 
Harvested plants that have been induced 
back into vegetative growth can also pro- 
duce weak clones if not fully reverted. 

Precautions 

Clones root well within a slightly acidic 
pH range of 5.5 to 6.6. Aeroponic clone 
gardens normally do best with a pH of 
5.4 to 5.6. Always make sure there is 
plenty of air in the rooting medium to 
stimulate root growth. 

Do not kill clones with kindness and 
fertilizer. At best, giving clones an excess 
dose of fertilizer causes rooting to be 
delayed. In fact, a dose of ammonium 
nitrate— a common salt-based fertilizer— 
will actually stop root hairs from growing. 

Inexperienced gardeners and diseased 
plants cause most clone-rooting prob- 
lems. Poor growing conditions also affect 
the strength of clones. Eor example, 
watch out for miticidal dips that coat 
the leaves too heavily. These dips should 
cover well enough to protect your plants

by providing insecticidal and anti-fungal 
properties, while still allowing their 
stomata to breathe. 

Getting Started

greenhouse and outdoor medical canna- 
bis gardeners. Once the desirable female 
plants have been distinguished and 
selected, branch tips and branches can 
be cut and rooted. 

Disinfect all tools and working sur- 
faces to kill any bacteria, fungi, viruses 
and other diseases already present. 
Sterilize a sharp pair of scissors, razor 
or razor blade by dipping in alcohol, 
vinegar or bleach (a 5 to 10 percent solu- 
tion) or by heating with a torch. Wash 
your hands thoroughly beforehand. Be 
sure to have all cloning supplies within 
arm’s reach— rooting cubes, rooting hor- 
mone, razor or scissors, humidity dome, 
etc.— before you start to take clones. 

The process is done in simple steps. 
Prepare the mother plant in advance. 
Take the cuttings with clean (sterile) 
instruments. Store the cut clones in 
water. Insert the cuttings in a grow- 
ing medium or aeroponics system. 

Place the clones under a humidity 
dome/tent. Carefully monitor the grow 
medium’s moisture levels and humid- 
ity. Watch for root growth. Transplant 
when roots emerge from the rooting 
cube or medium. Harden off by gradu- 
ally exposing the cuttings to their new 
environment. 

Troubleshooting Clones 
for Pests and Diseases 

If a spider-mite infestation occurs, many 
gardeners destroy the infested clones 
and start over with clean ones. Others 
spray with aerosol pyrethrum or another 
organic miticide. Remember, all pesti- 
cides, natural or not, are phytotoxic. In 
general, spraying cuttings is a bad idea, 
including with anti-desiccant sprays. 
Sprays clog the stomata and can impair 
root growth in clones. If you must use 
sprays, use natural organic ones, apply 
them when it is cool, and keep their use 
to a minimum. 

If the roots on a clone are circling the 
container and already turning dark near 
the center, this signifies overwatering 
and impending death. Do not overwater 
clones. Keep the medium evenly moist, 
but don’t let it get soggy. Any kind of 
stress— including overwatering— disrupts 
plants and slows their growth. 

Different mediums have distinct water- 
ing schedules. Eor example, rockwool 
holds water a long time, while peat pellets 
need watering more often. Clones are 
tender and have small, developing root 
systems, so they need extra-vigilance now. 

As stated earlier, keep your cloning 
area clean. Do not take clones where 
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fungus spores and diseases are hiding! 
Pythium flourishes in places with high 
temperatures and excessive moisture, 
while powdery mildews prefer cool, moist 
conditions. 

Spider mites, whiteflies and thrips love 
weak, tender clones. Cooler, humid condi- 
tions— from 65°F to 78°F (18°C to 25°C)— 
inhibit most mite reproduction and avert 
infestations. But cool, humid conditions may 
also increase the chances of certain fungal 
attacks. Remove any diseased or infested 
clones from the cloning room immediately. 

Root-Inducing Hormones 

Root-inducing hormones may help speed 
cannabis-root development, but they’re 
most often used to help strike roots on 
woody plants that are not meant for 
human consumption. Medical cannabis 
gardeners tend to avoid dangerous syn- 
thetic rooting hormones such as IBA and 
NAA* altogether and wait a few extra days 
for the roots to grow. 

Use an aero-cloner or deep-water doner 
(also known as a DWC or bubble doner) to 
expedite root growth. Using merely plain 
water under the proper conditions, you’ll 
see roots strike on 80 to 100 percent of your 
clones a mere one to three days later than 
if hormones were employed. Root-inducing 
hormones also have less effect when the 
conditions are just right and the roots are 
naturally ready to grow. 

"^IBA (indole-3-hutyric acid, 3-indolehutyric 
acid, indolehutyric acid) is synthetic and clas- 
sified hy the Environmental Protection Agency 
as an agricultural chemical and pesticide. It 
is also a mutagenic, meaning that it’s liable 
to cause mutation. NAA ( 1-naphthalenaecetic 
acid) is a synthetic product registered with the 
EPA as a pesticide. 

For the stem of a cutting to develop 
roots, it must go from producing green 
stem cells to manufacturing undifferenti- 
ated cells (callus) and, hnally, to creating 
root cells. Once undifferentiated, the cells 
quickly transform into root cells. 

As soon as a cutting is taken, the clone 
starts dispatching natural rooting hormones 
to the wound; these hormones arrive in full 
force in about a week. The use of artihcial 
rooting hormones hlls the need until the 
natural rooting hormones take over. 

Most commercial rooting hormones 
contain IBA or NAA (or both). Many root- 
inducing hormones also contain a fungicide 
to help prevent pathogens. Read the labels 
on these products carefully, since they often 
contain different concentrations of these 
synthetic ingredients. When purchasing, 
search for value. 



Using Liquids, Gels or Powders 

Rooting hormones are available in liquid, gel or powder 
form. The liquid forms are easy to dilute. Gels are easy 
to keep consistent and are simple for novice gardeners 
to use. However, the powder forms are the choice of 
most professional gardeners because they’re inexpensive, 
consistent and cause no problems. Natural root-inducing 
products such as willow water come in liquid form and 
can be used over the long term. (Note: Do not apply 
rooting hormones— whether as liquid, gels or powders— 
above the soil line, as excess stem swelling can occur.) 

Root-inducing gels are easy to use and the most 
practical for small amounts of cuttings. Gels are not 
water-soluble; once applied, a gel holds and stays with 
the stem longer than liquids or powders. 

The cut end of a clone stem can often develop a fun- 
gal infection. Many rooting powders contain a mixture 
of talc and IBA and/or NAA for this reason. Powders are 
less expensive than liquids or gels, and many profes- 
sional cannabis growers prefer to root their cuttings 
using powder because it is so consistent and easier to 
contain than liquids or gels. (To avoid contamination, 
simply pour a small amount into a separate container 
and throw away any excess.) 

To apply a powder, roll the moistened stem of the 
cutting in it to achieve a thick, even coat. Tap or lightly 
scrape the excess powder off the cutting (excess hor- 
mones can hinder root growth). In the rooting medium, 
make a hole bigger than the stem; if the hole is too small, 
the rooting powder gets scraped off upon insertion. 

Some cannabis gardeners prefer to soak their cuttings 
in a diluted liquid rooting solution (20 to 200 ppm IBA 
and/or NAA) for 24 hours. However, I’ve seen few gar- 
deners use this time-consuming technique, and I’m not 
sure it’s more benehcial than simply dipping the stems.

The 
gel seals the cutting’s 
tissues, thus reducing 
the chance of infection 
and embolisms. 

Dip’N Grow is a liquid 
rooting concentrate 
that contains IBA and 
NAA and is antibac- 
terial. The cost is 
one penny per 100 
cuttings. 

Olivia’s Cloning 
Solution, originally 
developed for use in 
hydroponic clon- 
ing, is another of the 
many root-inducing 
hormones available 
today.

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Make Your Own Rooting Solution 

Willow water, made with branches from 
the willow tree, is a natural way to induce 
rooting. The substance in willow trees 
that promotes rooting is unknown, but 
repeated experiments have shown that 
willow water promotes about 20 percent 


more roots than plain water. Willow water 
can also be mixed with commercial root- 
ing hormones for improved results. 

To make willow water, hnd a wil- 
low tree and remove some of this year’s 
branches that are about one and a half 
inches in diameter. Remove the leaves 


and cut the branches into 1-inch lengths. 
Place the 1-inch willow sticks on end, so 
that a lot of them ht into a water glass or 
quart jar. Fill the jar with water and let 
the sticks soak for 24 hours, then pour 
the water off and use it as a rooting hor- 
mone. Soak your cuttings in the willow 
water for 24 hours and then plant them 
in a rooting medium. If you’re using a 
commercial liquid rooting hormone, 
substitute willow water for regular water 
in the mix. 

Other Options 

Coconut milk contains the cytokinin 
zeatin and encourages clone-root growth. 
Mix equal parts coconut milk, grated 
coconut meat and clean, hot water in a 
blender and then blend until smooth. 

Use this mixture to water your clones. 

Several commercial rooting products 
contain trichoderma bacteria or mycor- 
rhizal fungi, both of which help plants 
grow bigger, stronger and faster. As 
always, read the label carefully before 
deciding to use these or any products. ^

WAS BASED. High Times caught up with him recently while he 
WAS ON PAROLE FROM FEDERAL PRISON AFTER SERVING NEARLY TWO 
DECADES FOR SMUGGLING MARIJUANA. 

George Jacob Jung was born on August 6, 1942, in Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts. In the late ‘60s Jung began smuggling 

MARIJUANA FROM MEXICO INTO THE US. BuSTED IN CHICAGO IN 
1974, HE WAS SENTENCED TO FOUR YEARS IN THE FEDERAL CORREC- 
TIONAL Institute in Danbury, Ct. At Danbury, he met Medellin 
Cartel associate Carlos Lehder, and the two conspired to 

RAIN A WHITE-POWDER BLIZZARD DOWN UPON AMERICA THAT WOULD 
INHIBIT THE SEROTONIN REUPTAKE OF MILLIONS OF PARTY PEOPLE AT 


THE END OF THE ’70S, MAKING THEM BOTH INCREDIBLY RICH MEN. 

Through Lehder, Jung began working for Pablo Escobar, 
THE Colombian drug lord who murdered witnesses, judges, 

POLITICIANS AND CITIZENS ALIKE IN HIS RUTHLESS RISE TO THE TOP 
OF A $30 BILLION COCAINE EMPIRE. 

With Escobar, Lehder bought property on an island in 
THE Bahamas called Norman’s Cay, which would become the 
cartel’s main shipping point for planes flying cocaine into 
THE United States. After learning that Lehder was offer- 
ing TO SNITCH OUT THE CARTEL, JUNG TESTIFIED AGAINST HIM 
AND WALKED AWAY CLEAN FROM A LONG LIFE OF CRIME. BUT, AS HE 
EXPLAINS IN THIS INTERVIEW, THE STRAIGHT LIFE DIDN’t APPEAL 
TO HIM.

“The producer, Denis Leary, called 
and he said, ‘1 found the right person- 
Johnny Depp.’

You started your smuggling 
career in Southern California 
in the late 1960s, buying weed 
cheap and then driving it to 
Massachusetts to sell at a 
considerable markup. Today, 
the medical pot industry in 
California has driven mari- 
juana prices down so low that 
people are doing the same 
thing: driving it east and selling 
it at a higher price in states 
where it’s not legal. It seems 
symbolic of the ineffectiveness 
of prohibition. 

In this country, we have a 
police force that’s addicted 
to drug money I’ve watched 
law enforcement since the 
1950s— when it was virtu- 
ally nonexistent— grow to be 
a monster that’s intent on 
arresting our children for a 
consensual nonviolent crime 
and putting them in peni- 
tentiaries. There’s something 
wrong with that— I mean, 
that’s insane. we have 
two or three states that legal- 
ized, and the rest of you can 
walk into another state and 
get 10 years in prison. 

You just did 20 years for mari- 
juana. You got caught with a 
couple hundred pounds, and 
right now there’s probably a 
dispensary not far from here 
that sells a couple hundred 
pounds a month legally 
and pays taxes on it to the 
government. 

Realistically, I didn’t do 20 
years for the 200 pounds— I 
did 20 years for my whole 
life of being a radical, okay? 

I had an extensive conversa- 
tion with the judge before I 
was sentenced. I says, “You’re 
going to send me away for 
the rest of my life. I wanna 
talk to you.” I go into his 
chambers, all right? And he 
looked at me and said, “You 
had $100 million, and nobody 
knew who you were. It was 
perfect. Why didn’t you just 
go away? And I never would 
have had to do this today. If 
everybody lived their life like 
you do, we’d have complete 
unrule and we’d have no 
structured society.” And he 


said, “I understand your free 
will and your existentialism, 
but unfortunately you chose 
a path against the law. You 
broke the law every day of 
your life as an adult, and I 
have no choice.” 

There’s a part in the book Blow 
where you say that rather 
than incarcerating smugglers, 
people should pick apart their 
brains. Tell me about that “thrill 
junkie” thing. 

People don’t grow up to 
become thrill junkies— they’re 
horn like that, right? I was the 
kid who would take the car 
out at night when he was 16 
and see if he can redline it. 
And then there’s the kid who 
will be careful of it because 
it’s his dad’s car, or whatever, 
and drive it safely home and 
go to bed. 

And that’s how my whole 
life was. When we started 
dealing, the guys I worked 
with, they didn’t want to go to 
Mexico and start smuggling, 
because they weren’t in it for 
the thrill. In fact, the majority 
of them went on to graduate 
college; a couple of them took 


the marijuana money and 
invested it, buying properties 
and this and that. But that 
wasn’t what it was about to 
me. It was the thrill. 

And then, later on down 
the line, a strange thing hap- 
pens to you, and the thrill is 
from the fear. And then you 
want to get it done and get 
back to Manhattan Beach and 
the volleyball and the girls 
and the whole thing. And 
then, one day, you just don’t 
want to go home, because 
nobody lives there anymore 
and you’re not afraid. And 
that’s when it’s over for you. 
Your whole being knows it’s 
over, and you’re self-destruct- 
ing. And a lot of people in this 
business will tell you that. 

That’s a terrible price to 
pay because you loved life 
so much, with the intensity 
of a thousand suns, and the 
women and all of it— and 
then it’s all taken away from 
you. You end up walking the 
hallways of always to a place 
called tedium and apathy, 
day after day after day. Years 
go by. Anyway, on a brighter 
note... 


You hung out with liz Taylor 
and Richard Burton when you 
were moving loads from Puerto 
Vallarta in the ’60s, right? 

I lived up in a place called 
Gold Gringo Gulch. Liz and 
Dick bought a house there, 
and I lived next door to them. 
I used to drink with Richard 
Burton at the Oceano Bar 
in the afternoons. I remem- 
ber one time Liz was out 
shopping, which she always 
was, and we were sitting at 
the bar. I mean, the bar was 
right out of Casablanca— \l 
was beautiful. And Liz had a 
little entourage carrying all 
her packages and everything, 
and Dick looked at me and 
he took a drink, and he says, 
“There she is, the most beau- 
tiful bitch on the planet— and 
she’s mine.” 

Did you ever think people 
would be filming movies and 
documentaries regarding your 
Ufe? 

I sat down and I wrote a 
book called Grazing in the 
Grass Before the Snow Came 
[the precursor to Blow']. It 
took me a year to write it in 
a little prison cell, and this is 
the God’s honest truth: When 
I was doing it, I thought, 

“This is going to be a book 
and a movie.” 

How did Johnny Depp come 
into the picture? 

The producer, Denis Leary, 
called and he said, “I found 
the right person— Johnny 
Depp.” And I said, “Who the 
hell is that?” And he said, 
“Edward Scissorhands.” And I 
said, “What the hell is that?” 
And he said, “Meet him.” 

And Johnny got the special 
visit, and he came in and he 
looked like he had slept in a 
dumpster— skinny, his hair 
hanging down and greasy, 
ripped leather jacket, holes 
in the sleeves, Vietnam army 
boots— and I said, “Jesus 
Christ, what happened to 
you?” He said, “I was up all 
night thinking of what to 
bring you. It drove me crazy.” 
And he handed me On the 
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Road, by Kerouac. He 
said, “This is my Bible. I 
carry it with me every- 
where I go. I want you 
to have it.” I had read it 
when I was in high school, 
and that Kerouac pumped 
me up to be crazier than 
I was going to be, all 
right? And that’s when we 
bonded. 

He would come on visit- 
ing days, and I would just 
walk around in circles and 
keep talking and he would 
watch me, and one day I 
told him, “I’m not walking 
any more circles— it’s over.” 
And he said, “Don’t worry, 

I got it.” 

And the parts that I did 
see of Blow, he got it. He 
became me. 

Was Pablo Escobar already 
at war with the Colombian 
government when you 
started working with him? 

That didn’t happen 
till later. He wanted to 
become a part of Colom- 
bia’s ruling class, and 
he thought that money 
would get him in there. 
But that is reserved for a 
select group of people: the 
10 percent that owned 90 
percent of the arable land 
down there. And they run 
the government, and they 
run everything; they own 
the coffee and this and 
that. And Pablo was never 
born into that class struc- 
ture, and it didn’t matter 
how many people he 
bought off— he was never 
gonna get into that sacred 
gilded hall, okay? 

And then he began to 
get pissed off about it, and 
that’s when he turned. He 
hgured if he couldn’t join 
the club, he’d destroy the 
club. I told him, “You need 
to get out of here— they’re 
going to kill you. You need 
to take all this money and 
get out of here with your 
son and your wife and go.” 
And he said, “I will die 
here.” There was nothing 
left to say.

Had you not met Carlos 
Lehder in Danbury do 
you think you would have 
gotten into the cocaine 
business? 

Never. Never would 
have happened. 

You visited Norman’s Cay, 
right? What was that like? 

Well, in the begin- 
ning, it was just a remote 
island; people had found 
it and settled there, built 
houses there. What we 
saw was a place where 
you could land, refuel 
and fly. At hrst, we were 
landing in the Bahamas 
and keeping the plane 
there overnight and then 
coming in on Sunday 
with the “mom-and-pop 
traffic,” as they called it. 

It was hundreds of planes 
coming back from the 
islands on Sunday night 
to the mainland. And the 
radar screen was full of 
little blips everywhere, 
and you were just another 
blip. And we’d get up to 
the Carolinas, and we had 
a place up there where we 
landed our load. 

But I never wanted 


Norman’s Cay. I thought, 

“A man on the move does 
not get busted.” I had a 
huge difference of opinion 
with my partner Carlos, 
and that’s when we went 
our separate ways. 

When you visited, was Car- 
los acting irrational? Did 
you think he was crazy? 

He wasn’t crazy... he 
had delusions, though. He 
loved John Lennon and 
Adolf Hitler at the same 
time. That should have 
been a sign for me. 

I mean, Walter Cronkite 
showed up there, and 
these thugs came with 
machine guns and told 
him, “You better leave.” It 
just turned into a freak 
show, and Carlos actually 
thought at one time he 
wanted to take over the 
country of Belize. I told 
him, “You wanna become 
a dictator? Or you wanna 
become rich and go live in 
Monte Carlo for the rest 
of your life?” 

And his thing was that 
he wanted to hire cheaper 
pilots because the greed 
got to him. I wanted to 
keep using pilots I could 
trust. And in the end, it 
was a pilot that he hired 
for chump change out of 
Jacksonville— an appli- 
ance salesman at Sears 
and Roebuck who bought 
a half-million dollar home 
and couldn’t explain it— 
who gave up everybody. 

It was easy to get pilots. 
One thing that I never, 
ever forgot was open- 
ing up a briefcase with a 
million dollars in it and 
showing it to this guy who 
flew for commercial air- 
lines. I said, “There’s one 
stipulation: You have to 
show me where your kids 
go to school— and where 
you live.” And they would 
look at me, and look at the 
money, and they would 
say, “Okay.” And I thought 
to myself, “Oh my God, 
just how sick is this?” 
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You were asked to testify 
against Carlos Lehder, but you 
sought permission from Pablo 
Escobar to do it. Can you tell 
me how that went down? 

Well, at first, 1... I mean, 
that was a dirty word to me. 
And, actually, it was still 
under the one-third-parole 
situation— I was going to do 
no more than five years. I 
wasn’t afraid of the time in 
prison; five years was not 
much. 

I was approached to 
testify, and I told them no 
way, I would never do that. 
Then, several weeks later, 
it was in the Miami Herald 
that Carlos had written a 
letter to George Bush saying 
that he was going to give up 
all the information that he 
could about the cartel for his 
freedom. I was being held at 
the North Dade Correctional 
Center, and they showed me 
the paper, and then the top 
of my head blew off. That’s 
when I agreed to do that— 
but I asked permission and 
was told to go ahead. 

And so, after you testified 
against Carlos Lehder, you 
were free. 

Right. 

Why did you make that deci- 
sion to start smuggling again? 

I was just bored, to be 
honest with you. A friend of 
mine had made like $25 mil- 
lion, and I went over to his 
house. He had hown loads 
out of Colombia— he was a 
fighter pilot in Vietnam— 
and his wife said, “I’ve lost 
him.” And I said, “What are 
you talking about?” And 
she said, “He’s just drinking 
scotch from 6 o’clock in the 
morning until he passes out 
at night.” 

So I went out there and I 
said, “Dave, what’s happen- 
ing to you?” And he said, 

“I can’t stand this.” I said, 
“Stand what? You have a 
beautiful home, you have a 
beautiful wife, you have all 
the money in the world.” 

He said, “It doesn’t mean a 


fucking thing. I want to hy 
another load.” And I said, “Is 
that all that’s wrong with 
you? Come on!” 

How long you were flying 
loads before you got caught? 

We did a half a dozen, or 
whatever. And I didn’t care 
so much about the money— 

I just cared about the 
action. It’s like a gambler: 

He needs money as a tool, to 
be able to gamble. And the 
drugs were a tool to me, to 
be able to get my high. But 
by then I had lost it. I was 
like Brett Favre, you know? 
He was old, and he lost his 
step, but he loved the game 
so much that he went out 
there even though he knew 
they were going to laugh 
and throw beer cans at him. 

People that don’t have 
the love of that high, they’ll 
never understand it. It’s like 
screaming into the wind. 
What Brett Favre did, you 
don’t go to jail; you just go 
to your farm in Mississippi 
and sell jeans, okay? But 
what I did, you go to jail. 

They used to make west- 
erns with the old gunfighter 
who is called out into the 
street by the kid— and he 
went out there and knew 
he was never coming back, 
but he went because it was 
over. And in a way, it’s ter- 
ribly sad— but in another 
way, it’s Shakespearean. We 
live as we die— aZo/ze— and 
even though I spent 20 
years in prison, a few other 
years [incarcerated] here 
and there. I’ve had so many 
great experiences in my life, 
of living total free will, that I 
wouldn’t change it for all the 
gold in the earth. And I hope 
there’s a life after life— and 
maybe I can even come back 
again and get on another 
train, and ride and gain 
some more wisdom, and be 
able to sit here and give it 
back to High Times. ^

C olin Gordon, founder of The 

Ethos Collective in Denver, started 
growing in 1993 after bring- 
ing a pack of seeds back from a trip to 
Amsterdam. ‘T liked good product, but 
couldn’t afford good weed. So I grew my 
own.” After crossing Skunk 1 with NL5 
X Haze (the Cannabis Cup winner that 
year) Gordon’s experiment generated a 
dozen seeds, and he was hooked. “I’m 
a seed addict. I love popping seeds and 
watching the process— the flowering, 
looking at the different gene expressions 
is just fun.” 

Fast forward 22 years, and Gordon 
brings that same passion for genet- 
ics to his own business and through 
teaching others how to begin their own 
grows— start to hnish. “We start off by 
creating an architectural plan, including 
everything from the sketch of the room,

Mrbtgthebr growers, andstart- 
bigtheir genets to doinga 
cmiytletegrowromn set-up” 

to lighting designs, nutrient systems and 
environmental controls like ventilation. 
Some clients may just want us to help 
them sell a grow, it could be existing 
already, or others may contract us to 
teach them how to get growing— market, 
brand and get their product in stores.” 

Gordon has experienced the green 
rush and the green grab hrsthand as Col- 
orado becomes saturated with hrst time, 
would-be ganjapreneurs. “A lot of people 
call and want to get into the industry. I 
immediately vet them and advise them 
into [paying] a retainer, and explain to 
them that there are a lot of obstacles. If 
they still want to get into cannabis, we 
either sign a short- or long-term contract, 
depending on their needs. Each client is 
different. Some want us to do everything 
from hiring their growers, and start- 
ing their genetics to doing a complete 
growroom set-up. We not only have the 
knowledge, but six years of hands-on 


experience in commercial grows that a 
lot of newcomers can appreciate.” 

With the mortgage crisis and the fall 
of the housing market in 2008, Gordon 
was “unhappy with the current situation 
and wanted to change the ethos of the 
cannabis industry.” During the crash he 
taught unemployed friends how to culti- 
vate by setting up 10 to 12-light grows in 
their basements. “They had no idea that 
they could legally grow and sell weed.” 

A lot of teaching and consulting, Gor- 
don says, is about having conversations. 
“I was a poker coach and I was surprised 


how easily it translated into cannabis, 
but you have to know your toolbox.” For 
Gordon, that came from a year working 
in a hydro shop and talking to everyone 
from nutrient experts to technology reps. 

Gordon continues to teach and grow 
The Ethos Collective, having recently 
inked a deal to merge with Dynamic 
Grow and distribute Ethos Seeds in Illi- 
nois, Washington, Oregon and Nevada. 
“Dynamic Grow has the forward thinking 
to distribute our strain genetics. You’ll 
be seeing Ethos in these states, and every 
future medical and recreation state.” ^

SUBJECT Cross-Pollination 
FROM Farmer Bob 

^I’m growing outdoors, 
and I have vegetables 
growing with my 
weed. Can I get cross- 
pollination-like from 
the tomatoes? I’m 
afraid I might end up 
with seeds that aren’t 
good quality. 


Dear Bob, 

Not to worry: You will not 
get any cross-pollination 
between your cannabis 
plants and your vegetables. 
The only way you might 
wind up with seeds is if 
your own plants exhibit her- 
maphroditic tendencies and 
pollinate themselves, or if 
other cannabis or hemp 
plants in your area wind up 
seeding your crop. (Keep in 
mind that some areas have 
had wild hemp plants grow- 
ing for many years, and 
their ultra-light pollen can 
travel miles in the air.) But 
rest assured that no toma- 
toes or cucumbers will wind 
up crossing with your pot 
plants. 
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Danko Tip: If your plants are stretching too much, 
lower your grow light closer to the canopy level. 





SUBJECT Secure Greenhouse 
FROM Dani Near Barcelona 

^I’ve been growing in a greenhouse for sev- 
eral years now, but some of the younger 
people living nearby have found out about 
my plants, and I’m worried that they might 
come and try to steal something from my 
grow space. Is there any way 1 can secure 
my greenhouse so that 1 don’t have to worry 
about thieves running away with my crops? 

Dear Dani, 

The best way to secure your greenhouse 
is to put a strong lock on the door and 
employ basic security measures, such as 
motion-detection lights, that will alert 
you to the presence of intruders. Hope- 
fully, the bright light coming on will scare 
off any thieves without you having to con- 
front them personally. The lock won’t 
keep them from cutting through the tarp 
material or breaking the glass to intrude, 
but it should work as a deterrent and 
make them think twice before trying to 
rip you off. Also, it might not be a bad 
idea to get a dog that can let you know if 
someone’s on your property. 


SUBJECT Window Weed 
FROM: Harry M. 

^I’ve got a cannabis plant on my window 
ledge. It’s been growing for maybe a 
week now and seems to be going along 
fine, but 1 live In the UK, so It’s not the 
best conditions for her. I’m wondering If 
there’s anything I need to do to bring on 
the flowering stage, as 1 can’t alter the 
lighting. Any help would be great. 

Dear Harry, 

Pot plants need plenty of light to grow, 
and a windowsill usually won’t provide 
enough for them to thrive. You should 
consider putting your plant under a 
grow light of some kind. That way, 
you can alter the lighting schedule to 
induce flowering whenever you want 
and also ensure that your seedling gets 
enough energy to continue the process 
of photosynthesis. 

If not, you can leave the plant on the 
windowsill and it will begin flowering 
naturally as the fall approaches. Just 
don’t expect to harvest much more than 
a handful of buds unless you have tons 


of light streaming in to help it grow. I 
seriously doubt there’s enough sunlight 
on a windowsill in the UK for you to 
harvest much more than several joints’ 
worth of cannabis, so you should con- 
sider devoting some space to the plant 
and getting at least a fluorescent light 
to provide enough lumens for healthy 
growth. 


SUBJECT Power Outage 

FROM Dr. Danko 

^Here In South Africa, we have an Issue with 
power outages. How can 1 make sure that 
my plants receive the proper light cycle 
once the power cuts have happened? 1 
may lose two hours of power (and light) a 
day, but during the night It’s not an Issue 
since It’s also the night cycle for my plants. 
I’m scared the plants will go Into shock by 
going from light to darkness, then back 
to light and back to darkness all In one 
day. The outages are usually two hours 
each time, and we don’t really know when 
they will happen. 1 can’t buy a generator 
for a 2-by-2-meter grow tent-seems like 
overkill. What do you suggest?

Danko Tip: Remove yellow leaves from your plants 
to avoid providing a starter home for pests. 

Dear Dr., 

Prolonged power outages can be a serious issue when grow- 
ing marijuana plants, but two hours off here or there during 
the light cycle isn’t a critical problem. It’s much more impor- 
tant not to interrupt the dark cycle with light than it is to inter- 
rupt the light cycle with darkness. If you don’t want to purchase 
a generator to keep the light going, you can always place the 
plants outdoors under the sunlight for those couple of hours, 
assuming the outage is happening during the day. 
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SUBJECT Microgrowing Marijuana

^1 want to do a one-to-three-plant grow only. I was thinking of taking 
a laundry hamper, connecting a light at the top to a timer, and put- 
ting a small tube on either side-one to bring air in and the other 
to take air out. (I’m not going to bother with air scrubbers.) Now 
my true question is whether a 250-watt bulb is going to be way 
too much this setup-i.e., would it burn the plants? You wrote once 
about using aquarium lights, and I was thinking of using a T8 or T12 
lamp, but I want to make sure this will be enough for one to three 
plants in a small, closed-off space. I remember you recommending 
them for a 3’ x 3’ space, and this won’t be even that big. I can use any 
help you can offer, as I’ve tried growing before and I got long, skinny 
plants that ended up just bending over and drooping and eventu- 
ally dying. I probably overwatered them and used too much Epsom 
salt in the soil. Since then, I’ve read not to use salts of any kind or 
Miracle-Gro, which I used as well. So any help and/or thoughts 
would be most appreciated. 

Dear Seth, 

For microgrowers with very limited space, I recommend com- 
pact fluorescent lights (CFLs). They won’t heat up a small space 
the way high-intensity discharge (HID) lamps do, and they’re 
also affordable. The T8s or T12s will work too, as long as they ht 
into your laundry hamper. 

Lamps using LEDs (light-emitting diodes) also work well for 
these purposes, but they require a signihcant initial investment 
that most people growing in small spaces are reluctant to make. 
As the technology advances, however, the prices should drop 
signihcantly, so keep your eyes open in the future for good deals 
on LED grow lights.

SUBJECT Bunched Up

^1 have four seedlings that are into their first week of growth, but 
they’re bunched together in one avocado pot. Are they okay like 
that? This is my first grow, and I’d like to know when I should trans- 
plant them. 

Dear Willie, 

Growing marijuana plants close together in a single container 
isn’t ideal, for several reasons. As the plants get bigger, the 
roots will compete for nutrients, with the larger plants taking 
advantage of their growth to shade out their smaller compet- 
itors. Also, the roots from different plants will quickly start to 
tangle together, making future transplants difficult and stress- 
ful on the plants. 

My recommendation is to gently remove the plants from the 
avocado pot and transplant them into their own individual con- 
tainers for the remainder of their growth cycle. This way, each 
plant will have its own space for roots to spread out and won’t 
have to fight for light or nutrients. 


SUBJECT Heat Stroke 
FROM: Dave A. 

^I’m a medical patient in 
Michigan growing in an 
urban upstairs bedroom 
where heat is always an 
issue. I’m running two 
1,000-watt dimmable HID 
lights with air-condition- 
ing, and in the summer 
the temperature at the 
center of my canopy can 
reach 85°F. At what temp 
should I start to dim my 
lights to 750 or even 600 
watts? Keep in mind that 
at 600 watts, the plants 
in the corners of my room (about 36 inches from the center of the 
light) won’t be doing much growing ... will they? I guess I’m asking 
about the light-versus-heat ratio, and at what point growth starts to 
suffer. Also, this is only on some very hot days, so should I let them 
run a little warm for a while to keep up the bright sunshine? 

Dear Dave, 

My recommendation is to get yourself an atmospheric con- 
troller that will dim your lights automatically when the tem- 
perature reaches a certain level. You don’t want temperatures 
higher than 80°F at canopy level, so set your controller to dim 
at that temp in order to cool your room and allow growth to 
continue unfazed. 

As for the plants in the corners, you can either use a light 
mover to reach them or, much more affordably, simply move 
the plants around yourself so that the ones in the corner are in 
the middle of the room some of the time. That way, you won’t I 
see them suffering from a lack of intense light. ^ s 
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“I was raised in the exotic land of 
Iowa,” Meizy Chiang tells us. Her 
professional career started in the 
world of corporate retail man- 
agement, but what she calls her

moving to Hawaii on a whim.

I’m no longer dependent on pre- 
scriptions and have minor flare- 
ups very rarely now.” 

Presently, she works as a bud- 
tender at the Botanico dispensary 
in Denver, CO and doing a fair 
share of modeling on the side. 

Meizy is frank about the effect 
cannabis has had on her life. 

“It’s gotten me through a really 
scary and physically painful time 
in my life. It’s a miracle plant 
to me.” 

She says Cherry Pie is her 
favorite strain and that she’s 
been off her medication for 
seven months now. “I can’t find 
words that even come close to 
describing how grateful I am for 
cannabis and cannabis-related 
products.” ^

Prohibition’s 
underground market can’t 
guarantee that today’s Sour 
Kush is the same as yester- 
day’s, or that one sample of 
Diamond OG is the same 
as another. So perhaps you 
didn’t really get the strains 
you thought.

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Nail Temperatures 
and Flavor 

Finding the right temp for dabbing makes 
all the difference. By Craig Coffey 


I f you ever 

want to 
make a 
room full of 
wooks gasp, 
here’s all you 
have to do: Pre- 
pare a dab and 
blast the shit 
out of the nail 
until it’s glow- 
ing whitish- 
red, then 
sizzle through 
that dab on 
the 1,200°F 
surface. Every 
flat-billed 
baseball cap in 
the room will 
flip, followed 
by a chorus of 
''BroT Some- 
one will deh- 
nitely want to 
address your high-temp dabbing 
problem. 

There’s more going on here 
than slab snobbery, however. The 
low-temp dabbing creed has some 
merit: The different compounds 
that make up a concentrate have 
a range of temperatures at which 
they’ll vaporize (i.e., volatilize), as 
shown here: 

THC:314°F(157°C) 

CBD:347T(175°C) 

Beta-myrcene: 330°F (166°C) 
D-limonene: 350T (177°C) 
Linalool:388T(198°C) 

None of the things that a per- 
son wants to inhale require temps 
higher than 400°F to vaporize. 
Keeping the nail in the 350°F to 
400°F range will deliver only the 
desired compounds from your 
dabs. Ideally, you want to leave a 
bit of residue behind— about three 
percent of the total dab. This por- 
tion is where the compounds that 
require higher temperatures for 
vaporizing collect. Higher-temp 


dabs can taste 
like reclaim, 
because when 
you hit a very 
hot nail, it never 
gets a chance 
to become 
reclaim— it goes 
right into your 
hit. 

A great flavor 
hit is a slow 
process. Heat 
the nail a little 
past the target 
temp, then set 
the rig down 
and wait a few 
seconds. When 
the rig is ready, 
apply the dab 
to the heated 
surface and 
inhale slowly 
as it boils away. 
Use a carb cap to cover the bowl 
and allow some convective heat 
to help hnish off the hit. The 
residue left behind is burned off 
when you prepare your next dab. 

In the lower-temperature 
range (300°F to 400°F), the oils 
in a dab will boil (i.e., volatil- 
ize). In this phase, the mole- 
cules are essentially unchanged 
and transformed into a vapor 
state. At some point beyond 
this temperature (>450°F), 
these same compounds will 
burn, or oxidize. At the point of 
oxidization, the molecules are 
changed through a process of 
heat-induced chemical reac- 
tions. The next level of heat 
(>800°F) can cause oxidized 
compounds to combine and 
form new compounds; this is 
called polymerization. A red-hot 
Ti nail is roughly 1,200°F to 
1,500°F, which means you’re 
not really dabbing on a red-hot 
nail— you’re inhaling exotic 
polymerized compounds created 
from cannabinoids. ^ 



None of the things 
that a person wants 
to inhale require 
temps higher than 
400°F to vaporize. 
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I t appears that CNN, “The Most 
Trusted Name in News,” may 
have gotten a eontaet high. On 
April 19— a.k.a. 4/20 Eve— the net- 
work premiered two new speeials 
about eannabis: Sanjay Gupta’s 
Weed 3: The Marijuana Revolu- 
tion and High Profits, a miniseries 
about a pot shop in Breekenridge, 
Colorado. Naturally, 
both shows ended 
up snagging the #1 
slot in eable-news 
viewership that 
night. And though 
I was too busy 
onstage at our US 
Cannabis Cup awards in Denver to 
wateh them, I was able to attend 
two exelusive events baek in New 
York a few weeks earlier that 
offered me a sneak preview of eaeh. 

The first was a speaking engage- 
ment at the 92nd Street Y entitled 
“Mind, Medieine and Media,” 
featuring Dr. Gupta and one of his 
Weed 3 interviewees, psyehophar- 
maeologist Dr. Julie Holland. If 
her name doesn’t sound famil- 
iar, it should: Dr. Holland is the 
author of several books, ineluding 
Eestasy: The Complete Guide and 
The Pot Book: A Complete Guide to 
Cannabis. She was also featured 
in the doeumentary Botany of 
Desire (based on Miehael Pollan’s 
book of the same name) and is an 
adviser to two studies exploring the 
effieaey of eannabis and MDMA 
in treating post-traumatie stress 
disorder. So it eame as no surprise 
that the benefits of medieal mari- 
juana— partieularly in relation to 
PTSD— were the prevalent topie of 
diseussion that evening. 

They touehed on its multitude 
of medieinal applieations— not 
just for severe eonditions, but also 
in daily use as a preventative to 
reduee stress and infiammation 
(both of whieh Dr. Holland believes 
play a huge role in many ehronie 
ailments). They also lamented the 
eontinued obstruetion of ean- 
nabis researeh in the US. and the 
disastrous effeets of overpreseribed 


and mis-preseribed pharmaeeuti- 
eals— speeifieally, antipsyehoties, 
antidepressants and opioid pain 
meds— not just on our veterans, 
but on the population at large. 
Overall, it was an informative and 
sobering diseussion— thankfully 
tempered with the pair’s eharaeter- 
istie humor, eharm and hope. 

The seeond event 
was an advanee 
sereening of the 
High Projits pilot 
at Tribeea Cinemas. 
Unlike most of the 
eannabusiness real- 
ity shows of the past 
few years (i.e. MSNBC’s Pot Barons 
of Colorado), I was glad to see that 
this show foeused not on venture- 
eapital opportunists getting into 
the ganja game for a fast buek, but 
an average stoner eouple following 
their dreams. I was also happy to 
see our editor-in-ehief, Dan Skye— 
who was in Colorado eovering the 
state’s first legal pot sales when the 
show was taped— featured promi- 
nently (and favorably) in the show 
After the sereening, attendees 
were invited to the adjoining Var- 
iek Room, where we were treated 
to an open bar and free food that 
ineluded a stoner-snaek station. In 
between my martinis and muneh- 
ies, I got to meet the show’s stars: 
Brian Rogers and Caitlin MeGuire, 
owners of the Breekenridge Canna- 
bis Club. We talked about the ever- 
evolving legalization landseape 
and the major media’s take on it 
all. The eouple were also in Denver 
the following week to host another 
sereening at our US Cup— this one 
mere hours before its CNN debut. 

As marijuana eontinues its 
merry mareh into the mainstream, 
we’ll be seeing more and more 
pot-positive programming on TV. 
(In faet, NBC is rumored to be 
developing a siteom about a pair of 
budtenders in Denver ealled Buds) 
Make no mistake, my friends— the 
revolution shall indeed be tele- 
vised— and the ratings will be as 
high as we are. ^

T hese days at NORML, as US pot 
prohibition enters its long, slow 
fade, the organization receives as 
many inquiries regarding employment 
in the cannabis industry as it does from 
people seeking help because they’ve been 
arrested for pot. 

So how exactly do you receive a canna- 
centric education in order to hnd a job 
as a budtender, compliance manager or 
master cultivator? Easy! Go to school 
and earn accreditation via a certihcate or 
diploma. You can attend cannabis trade 
schools, take courses at major universi- 
ties, concentrate in a community-college 
setting, or engage in online coursework. 

The hrst and most successful of the 
cannabis trade schools is Oaksterdam 
University, founded in Oakland, CA, in 
2007 by activist and ganjapreneur Rich- 
ard Lee. Another option is the Cannabis 
Career Institute, which convenes well- 
run conferences nationwide for aspir- 
ing investors, managers and workers 
in cannabis-related businesses. Online 
education is available through compa- 
nies like the Cannabis Training Institute, 
Clover Leaf University and the Cannabis 
Hemp Academy. 

Students who want to focus on can- 
nabusiness law or legal and regulatory 
compliance practices can now study 
these subjects at major universities like 
Vanderbilt, the University of Denver and 
Ohio State. At the Santa Clara University

School of Law, students are poised to 
join this new industry through the 
guidance of their professor, W. David 
Ball, who chairs the Public Safety 
Working Group of the Blue-Ribbon 
Commission on Marijuana Law and 
Policy, which has been convened by 
California’s lieutenant governor, Gavin 
Newsom. 

Ball notes that his students could 
help shape the future of legal marijuana 
in California. “It’s exciting,” said SCU 
law student Bethany Brass, speaking 
to San Jose’s KNTV back in February. 
“Your work is going to have an effect 
on the legal policy and legislation that’s 
going to be proposed in 2016.” 

Thirty years ago, American schools 
engaged in rankly inane— and ulti- 
mately ineffective— anti-pot propa- 
ganda. But the “Just Say No” campaign 
withered and died, while DARE and the 
Partnership for a Drug-Free America 
have lost all credibility. 

Meanwhile, by NORML’s estimates, 
there are nearly 4,000 cannabusinesses 
currently operating in the United 
States and more than 15,000 regis- 
tered employees in Colorado alone. As 
a result, canna-centric education and 
training schools are fulhlling a market 
need for trained, certihed professionals 
in what is clearly a booming industry.
